The meeting was one oi the largest in 
the history <>! the S01 iety, and live rei 0111 
mendation of the committee met with 
lu arty and unanimous appro> a I ' ieiiuine 
interest was shown oy the large gather- 
ing, the selection ol Mr. Metcalf hj the 
committee being thoroughly 111 accord 
with the views of evetyone | o 1 it , and 
it was dei idcil by a standing vote to tx- 
tend to him a call to come to VVmchestei . 

Mr. Metcalf is now pastor of the Uni- 
tarian Church at Tamilon. w here he has 
been settled since 1904. It 1- anticipated 
that he will a< cept the call to\\ inchester. 

Rev. Joel Metcalf was born in Mead- 
ville, Pa., in 1S66, graduating limn the 
Meadville Theological School in 1890, 
He is a resident graduate <>t Harvard 
Divinity School, '91, ami while there 
preached at the Unitarian Church at West 
Somerville. From 1*92-3 he preached at 
Roslindale, where under the auspices of 
the li'istnii Benevolent Fraternity ol 
Churches, he was instrumental in Iniildmg 
tip the church. During this \ear he 
received the degree ot (Ph l> I Doctor of 
Philosophy from Alleghany College, 

In 1893 he was settled as Dastoi of the 
First Unitarian Society ot Burlington, \'t., 
where he rem. lined tut ten years. Leav- 
ing there In- studied at Manchester Col- 
lege, Oxford. Fngland, toi one year ami 
then went t.> Taunton. 

Besides his abilit) as a clergyman, Mr. 
Metcalf has gained considerable tame as 
an astronomer, and at Taunton he is 
sometimes known as the "clergyman 
astronomei " He has an observatory 
which, although ot modest dimensions, 
has an excellent instrumental equipment, 
and numerous astronomical discoveries 
have !>een made by him, In 1906 he 
discovered a comet by the photographic 
method. 1 he second celestial wanderer 
to be "captured" by Mr. Metcalf was 
that discovered b> him last month, The 
discovery was officially announced from 
I tarvard obsei vatorv, and the mov enieuts 
of the new "Metcall comet," which is 
Mill plainly visible thtough the dis- 
coverer's telescope are being followed 
by astronomers in all the great observa- 
tories of the w 01 Id, 

Something of Mr. Metcalf's success as 
an observer comes from the fact that he 
makes his own telescope lenses, and in 
the whole process of production— from 
the calculation of curves to the polishing 
of the glass— he has shown a --kill rival- 
ing that of the professional instrument- 
maker, Mr. Metcalf recently con- 
structed for Harvard observatory a photo- 
graphic doublet ot 16 1 4 1 inch aper- 
ture, which has already given good ac- 
count ot Itself. It was SIlOWII III tile oh- 
servatorv to the members ot the Astron- 
omical and Astrophysical Societj at their 
recent annual meeting. 

Mr. Metcalf ha- received honoiarv 
membership in various American and 
Foreign Astronomical Societies anil 
medals for valuable original work Mis 
reputation on that noble science is dis- 
languished and honorable both at home 
and abroad,

The census returns give Winchester a 
population of 9,309. This is somewhat 
larger than the figure estimated tor the 
town, l ie- actual gain in population 
during tin- last ten years is j, 161, and the 
per ' ent. iH \. 

Tue actual gain in 1900 over 1890 was 
2,387, which would go to slum that the 
growth of the town has been somewhat 
slower during the last ten years than 
dining th'- preceding period. This is 
easily explained, however, by the re- 
moval ol the United Shoe Machinery 
factory Irom the tow n, which took many 
residents to Beverly. Had these persons 
remained as residents, the town would 
probabh have led Greater Boston in per 
cent, gamed As it is Winchester ranks 
1 ,th in the -,i, towns and cities making up 
the Hub.

s.-a. is thrilling history. At the battle ot 

Jonesboro, a few miles south of the above 
city, it is related that the dead and 
wounded Southerners lay in somewhat 
regular lines, falling from the cool aim 
and effective work ot the Union army, 
with Spencer rifles. It is effective to 
notice what havoc and suffering and cost 
an offical fallacy uttered in the name of a 
great people entails upon a nation. In 
the year 1S56, it memory serves, Chief 
Justice Lancy declared that "the black 
man had no rights whnh a white man 
should respei t." This was not the utter- 
ance oi humanity and right, but oi op- 
pression and inhumanity, and the latter 
spirit proceeded to t' si the moral quality 
oi this astounding proposition in the 
arbitrament of war, one party contending 
tor its assertion, ihe other tor its nega- 
tion. The suffering m this terrible con- 
flict cannot be counted up. But tin- cost 
of the war on the Federal side 111 money 
would furnish a thousand dollar home 
tor every pauper in the United States 
at the present time, with probably 90 
millions ot people. The loss in daily 
wage above what the soldier received, 
which was thirteen dollars per month, 
would be, for the tour years, more than 
ninety-two millions of dollars. And the 
war robbed the'soOiers on the Federal 
side who died in battle and from disease 
of more than ten million of years of time 
ami lite. The amount of the earnings of 
two millions ot slaves, halt jf the whole 
lllimbei ot blacks in 1861, at 75 cents a 
day tor each person w ould iu two genera- 
tions amount to ninety six million ot dol 
I. us, whit h the Southerners spent fi ir their 
ow n agrandisement, w hile they secured 
three-quarters of all the Federal offices of 
the nation, up to 1S60. .And out ot one 
hundred and thirty live million ot dollars 
in taxes, the South paid but fifteen mil- 
lions, the north oie- hundred twenty mil 
lion, In the Revolutionary War the live 

states ot the south ot the thirteen, raised 

fifteen thousand soldiers tor the contest,! 
hardly enough to manage theTorvstm 
ot the South, while Massachusetts alone, 
furnished sixty-eight thousand men for 
that contention. This we mention, we 
hope in 110 mean and 1111tratern.il spirit, 
but only to indicate the character and 
patriotism ot the North in the Struggle tor 
independence. You say, and rightlv, that 
it is not best to revive the differences ot 
tie- p 1st, but that we should rather join 
in cordial recognition ot the braverv and 
spirit ot both paities, and welcome their 
warriors to our N01 them 1 ities, in sincere 
ami mutual felicitations And I have 
made the above statements, which are 
approximately coirect, only 'to empha- 
size tne mischief and terror and cost ot 
the assertion and defence of one single 
and awful fallacy in civic affairs. IVr- j 
haps we may affirm that not a citizen of | 
the nation accepted Judge Lancy's gross 1 
and barbarous judicial dictum. In the 
deepest utterance ot their souls, Words- 
worth says, "Blend not vour pleasure | 
on vout pride, with sorrow of the mean- 
est thing that feels. " A sentiment which, 
it followed would wipe slavery off the 
globe. I have alluded to the above mat- 
ters, to suggest the great work which the 
northern soldiers did, in the persistent 
and heroic defence of the greatest re- 
public th- wond has seen. Captain 
Moses Richardson and his brothers 
haven't told ot their sufferings, their 
hair-breadth escapes, their solemn sense 
ot possible and horrid death as the) 
have faced, tor da>s and nights, and 
months the fortunes ol the dreadful con- 
flict. No. but tin V unite in tile civi- 
hie and prosperity ot the land thev 
love, and tor wiiiise honor and existence 
they have bravely fought. Their woik 
and sacrifice, should be embalmed in th, 

esteem and grateful respect of ever;, 
citizen, old and young. Capt. Richard 
son's rather, Mr. Samuel J. Richardson 
was a member of the Baptist Church in 
Woburn. ami in the prayer meetings in 
time ot the war he, with modest sincerity 
w ould speak of his sons, and the great 
work they were doing. And what was 
the tone of his words 5 Not specially that 



they might be preserved, n ot any glor\ 
they might gain, but rather he would 1 x 
press hope that "they might never turn 
their back to the enemy." Think of the 
patriotic grandeur of this splendid, senti- 
ment. He and his sons are the bulwarks 
of tree government. And now my heart 
weeps, a< 1 think ot the personal worth, 
the beautiful qualities, the noble senti- 
ments oi Samuel Richards, hi, with whom 
it was mv i i\ and honor to be 
acquainted, He was a sensible, modest, 
diligent and faithful young man, and the 
memory of him when we went to Warren 
Academy in Woburn. is sweet and 
significant after the lapse of sixty yens. 
He went promptly to the defence ot his 
country and its tree institution, He was 
taken prisoner and he suffered foi a long 
tune in the awful miseries and horrors ot 
Andersonville piison, and upon his re 
lease lie was able to travel only to 
Annapolis when his vitalities were ex- 
hausted, and he died, notwithstanding 
the exhilaration ot feeling which he must 
have had, in the hope ot reaching his 
dear old home, at the corner olWashing- 
ton and "Bear-hill" strei t-. His father, 
I think was with him, and w is shocked 
with sorrow, as In- realized that the 
humanities ot secession, had sapped the 
energies ot his patriotic son, and he w as 
dead. Civic enthusiasm and gratitude 
should keep in vivid memory and ap- 
preciation, the sacrifices ami devotion of 

the patriot s, ihliers.

It isonly 
within a few year thai 1110 lern methods 
ol orcharding have been adopted m Mas- 
sachusetts and their \alu-- proven. For 
many years it has been the custom of 
farmers to plant trees, and then foi lack of 
scientilii knowledge neglei t to ^i\<- them 
the care they demand from yeai to yetir 
to make them strong and vigorous. As 
,1 result there are thousands of apple 
orchards scattered all over the State, j 
containing trees filled with cavities and 
dead wood yielding very little fruit, thus 
being little, it any, value to the ow ner. 
The presence, however, of these trees 
scattered throughout the gvpsy and 
brown tail moth inlested atea of th 
State, is a serious obstacle in the way ol 
accomplishing thorough work in sup- 
pressing these insects. It is the nature of 
the gypsy llloth to deposit its ev;^s iii 
sheltered places, and millions of them 
are laid deep dow-n in the cavities of these 
old trees, making it impossible tor Ihtm 
to be detected and destroyed by the moth 
hunters. At the proper season the} hatch, 
andthe caterpillars emei ge, and begin their 
ravages upon the foliage of the trees. It is 
undoubtedly true that many of these 
trees, it properly treated by cementing or 
tinning of tbecavities, pruning and cultiva- 
tion, may be brought back to .1 healthy 
condition and made to yield bountifully. 
It it is not deemed desirable|to do this then 
the trees should be cut and burned ..s a 
matter of economj to both the owner and 
the State.

aie relocated in rooms. 

2 1 hied floors to keep down dust. 
This is pieceded in the summer by thor- 
ough scrubbing with hot water and soap 
powder. 

, Dustless crayon and all felt erasers. 

The dustless crayon is heavy and small 
particles sink to the floor directly below 
the black boards, while the dust is 

scattered less with -dl felt erasers. 

.1 Windows Op( ll at recess and at 

close of school. No ventilation s>stem 
works perfectly. 

Temperature ot rooms keptat about 
68 degrees, it possible not higher. 

6 Bubbling dunking fountains with 
short nozzle in a metal cup so that there 
is a mound ot water m the cup, preve 11- 
ing the touching of the metal of cup or 
nozzle with the hps. Fountains placed 
111 corridors and not over sinks. When 
children drmk the lountains run continu- 
ously, thus avoiding tepid or stale water. 
Noc immou drinking cups. 

7 Paper towels m all sanitaries. 

8 The School Physician visits all 
school buildings om e in two weeks on a 
regular schedule and exceptionally as 
occasion may require. His duties are 
outlined on the enclosed sheet. 

9 The School Nurse gives her entire 
time, eight a. m. to live p. m.. to school 
work visiting each r win twice each week 
mi a regu ar schedule and exceptional!) 
as may be advisable anil calls on parents 
as may seem desirable. Her duties and 
blanks used will be seen from enclosures. 
Each building is supplied with some 
simple remedies and teachers are in- 
structed in then Use for occasion when 
the school nurse ,s not available or in 
accordance with her directions. 

10 The dentists in town, nine in mini 
her, each give one half day a week to 
work \\ it h needy cases at a nominal 
charge ot" twenty-five cents per case. 
(The charge is intended to avoid pauper- 
izing pupils.) The general plan of work 
to be done by the dentists is indicated 
in enclosed blanks. It inculdes examina- 
tion oi teeth ot all pupils below the High 
school, (alter this yeai the High school 
pupils will be examined.) treating, clean- 
ing, and filling teeth, and talks to pupils 
and others. 

n Talks by physicians to teachers 
ami pupils on pertinent topics. Tin- eye 
and ear tests are checked by the school 
nurse and school physician, Needy 
pupils an- taken to the Eye and Ear 
1 11 titulary and other semi-philanthropic 
institutions tot diagnosis and treatment 
for eyes, ears, adenoids, etc. In the feu 
indigent cases the town has paid the nec- 
essary expense. 

'1 Ills is ,, bnet outline ol what We ll ive 
done to date. I should add that the 
local Board of Health has been entirely in 
sympathy and that its secretary, a prac- 
tising physician, has co-operated in every 
way with the School Department. The 
Supervisor of Physical I/raining has also 
assisted in this general plan in various 
ways, directing the playing ol games on 
the school grounds and giving special 
corrective work in addition to the usual 
exercises 

It more detailed information is desired 
in reference to any particular topic, 
kindly avdise me. This general proposi- 
tion is so large that It would be easily 
possible to weary you with an extended 
discussion We can see more things to 
do and as time passes we hope to see 
them undertaken.

zations. 

This [urination otj a Massachusetts 
Federation is the outcome ol a movement 
started in Somerville a little more than a 
year ago, when representatives of 
teai hers' clubs of Cambridge, Somerville, 
Arlington, Winchester, Maiden and Chel- 
sea discussed tlie possibility ol a union ol 
organizations oi the suburban distrii t. In 
view of the interest displayed it was de- 
cided to gather further information con- 
cerning the number ol such associations 
in the state Investigations showed that 
Massachusetts has al least \>< teachers' 
clubs, representing about 7.500 teachers, 
or half of all "ngaged in teaching in the 
public schools, and that among these- or 
ganizations there has been nt> to now no 
federation or union by means ol which 
they ate able collectively to exert m 
ll uetice upon public opinion or et courage 
a professional spujt among themselves.

RAILROAD LAWS. 



Edgar J. Rich Will Have Charge of 
All the New Haven Railroad's 
legal Matters. 



By special ordei from the office ol Pres. 
Charles S Mellen, Edgar Judsoil Rich, 
who has been solicitor g< neral ol the 
Boston & Maine railroad since 1903, will 
have general charge of .ill ol the rail- 
road's legal matters, including hearings 
befoie federal and state commissions or 
governments, lli^ office will continue to 
be in Boston 

Mr. Rich was horn in Milton, July 22, \ 
1H64, the son of A. Judson and Harriet 
L. (Allan) Rich He was graduated from 
Harvard university with die degree of 
AB 111 1SS7, and from the same univer- 1 
sity secured the degrees AM and LI 1! in 
1891, and was in that same year admitted 
to tlif Massachusetts bar. 

Nov. 2,\ 1H9;,, he was married to Miss 
Mary Louise Aldri h of Fall river. In 
1895 he was named assistant attorney of 
the Boston and Maine railroad, and three 
years later, his work having oroven high- 
ly satisfactory, he was appointed attorney 
of the company, In 19-1 5 ne was pro- 
moted to the olhce ot general solicitor. 

During his legal career Mr. Rich has 
made a special study of interstate com- 
merce law, and in such matters has been 
counsel tor other railroads than the Bos- 
ton ami Maine. He lias lectured oil this 
topic at Hitvard university since 1908. 

He is a member ot tha Union and the 
Twentieth Century clubs. He has 
written monographs upon vinous sub- 
jects in political economy, etc. His home 
is in Winchester, and he is deeply inter- 
ested in its welfare and advancement.

And now President Mellen, the new 
head of the Host. mi and Maine Railroad 
has spoken and says that he is opposed 
to improved gates and tunnels as a so- 
lution to the grade crossing elimination. 
He favors a permanent jon, one that will 
last tor all time, and considers such gates 
as only tentative and but partially reliev- 
ing existing conditions. And on the 
whole the citizens will agree that he is 
right 111 the stand taken. 

It will be remembered that at a tow n 
meeting held early ill the year a commit- 
tee was appointed by the town to bung 
about a speedy settlement of the grade 
crossing question. This meeting was 
the result of an intimation that the 
special grade crossing commission was 
to report favorably Oil a single bridge at 
the station, which was purely a measure 
to scare the town, and one that it is be- 
lieved the Supei ior Court would never 
give its assent to. It is not believed the 
other interests were serious in their ad- 
vocacy of this measure, it was done 
simply to convince the citizens that it the' 
really desired the plan that had been 
voted ior several times, they must agree 
to meet the additional expense over and 
above what would be required to meet 
the actual requirements of abolition. 
However, this intimation from the com- 
mission had its effect and the result was 
the appointment of a special committee. 
This committee, alter consultation w ith 
ex President Tuttl.-, in a short time re- 
ported back to the tow n by recommending 
improved gates, tunnels at the crossing 
and a fence between the tracks extending 
from the crossing to a point below the 
station The expense was to be $20,000 
and was to be borne entirely by the Bos- 
ton and Maine Railroad. The meeting 
recognizing this as a tentative settlement 
of the problem, voted that Mr. Tuttle's 
plan be agreed, to and that steps betaken 
to withdraw from the Supetior Court 
the petition for the appointment of a com , 
mission to bring a!>oiit the abolition of 
the crossing it it was found to be of 
puolic convenience and necessity. And 
now President Mellen has turned things 
topsy-turvey by stating that he is opposed 
to such gates and that when the work is 
done it shall be in a permanent and last- 
ing manner. 

President Mellen undoubtedly is of the 
same opinion as was Mr. Tuttle regard- 
ing rigid and close gates, when the latter 
gave expression to his view s, March 18th, 
1907, as fol'ows: 

"Gates tightly closing the highway upon 
each side of the railroad have been found 
by experience to be highly dangerous in 
that the men operating them sometimes 
c lose ill passengers between them and 
upon the crossing. The rigid construc- 
tion ot such gates admits ot no way of 
escape under such circumstances and 
very serious accidents sometimes occurred 
when, i" former years, such gates were 
in use. With a knowledge acquired from 
long experience and careful investigation 
of this subject, I am unw illing to assume 
the responsibility ot making anv change 
in the form of crossing gates we have 
generally in use unless ordered to do so 
by some competent authority that is will- 
ing to assume the responsiblity and re- 
lieve this Company of it." 

And yet. President Tuttle three years 
later, agreed to the use of such gates and 
stated that the railroad would stand the 
expense, #20.000. 

This whole question is now in the same 
position that it was a year ago, when the 
town was committed to the plan of carry- 
ing the streets up over the tracks. It is 
the tiest scheme and one that will result 
in benefit to the entire centre of the town. 
It w ill cost more than the several interests 
involved will care to give, so that we will 
have to pay the extra expense over and 
above what the actual needs of public 
travel w ill require. Then, too, there are 
the Redtern plans. 

If the town should agree to piy the 
extra cost over and above the legal 
assessment, then* Ion;; time bonds could 
be issued as this improvement would 
clearly be one benefitting the generations 
to come, so that the burden would be 
scarcely felt at any time. 

As regards claims tor damages, t!i< v 
ate said to have been exaggerated, .is 
every piece ot property close to the square 
will be benefitted and it is believed that 
owners will recognize this when consider 
ing damages, as the court certainly, will. 

I' is not known whether President 
Mellen will agree to the town's plan 
which was acceptable to Mr. Tunle. 
He may favor raising the tracks of the 
railroad, and this will disfigure rather 
than improve the centre. Viewed in the 
present light, it will be a long time vet 
before any thing is done, as the entire 



question will now have to be threshed oil' 

all o\er again with the new manage- 



ment.

At the town meeting held on the thir- 
teenth day ot M »\ last the committee ot 
five appointed at the previous annual 
town meeting made .is us third recom- 
mendation the following: — 

"THIRD It the town is not ready to 
decide on either of these methods jihat 
is, plans 1 01 2. . tin Boston and Maine 
Railroad will put in two subways t"t 
pedestrians, one just north ot the station 
and one just south ot the crossing at the 
centre, will build a fence between the 
tracks from a point well below tin station 
to the crossing ill the centre ot the tow 11 
and north ot the crossing as tar as may 
be desired, and will improve the gate 
service at the centre so t.u as it is possible 
for them to do so. If this third 
proposition is accepted bj the town the 
railroad will do the wotk ill tiie season ot 
1910." 

" It is agreed that the adoption ot this 
plan, it it is adpoted, shall be w ithout 
prejudice to the right ot the town to 
bring and maintain such proceedings 
hereafter as it may deem advisable, and 
that w hatever disposition is made ol the 
present petition u shall include an ex-

Considering the report ot this com- 
mittee, the town passed tin- t 'Mowing 
vote : 

"That the counsel for the town be in- 
structed to agree to a disposition of the 
town's petition now pending 111 the 
Superior Court tor the abolition of the 
grade crossing at Winchester Centre w ith 
out further proceedings upon c ondition 
th.it the plan No. ; in the report of the 
committee ot live is carried into effei i by 
the railroad Company, and upon the 
further condition that such disposition 
shall be without prejudice to the right 
ot the town to institute and maintain 
such proceedings^ as it may herealter 
deem advisable." 

Upon receiving from the town clerk on 
May 16. 1910, an official copy ot the vote 
ot the town, the town's counsel notified 
the attorney tor the railroad company ot 
the action ot the town, and requested a 
conference with him to arrange the de- 
tails tor proceeding at once with the 
work. The town's attorney on numerous 
occasions, both orally and by letttet. 
called the attention ot the railroad's at- 
torney to the fact that Mr. Tuttle's propo- 
sition to the town included the very 
material statement that the work was to 
be done during the season of 1910, and 
that the continued delays and failures on 
the part oi counsel to meet his appoint 
meats were rendering this part of Mr. 
Tuttle's proposition practically impossible 
of tulhllment. 

All efforts to obtain suc h a conterence 
proved truitless until September 16, 1910, 
at which time counsel tor the railroad 
company agreed to proceed at once and 
requested counsel tor the town to name 
some representative ot the town to c onfer 
with the engineers ot the Boston and 
Maine Railroad as to the details of the 
plan to be carried out. Mr. [allies P.

Fresh Air Facta. 

In the tirst place, answering the Dos- 
Bible query, -What lias all this talk 
aboul fresh air tljiie for humanity'/" l 
would say tbut it has lowered the 
ileal h rate from consumption over 40 
per cent in the last thirty years. In 
the same period It has reduced the 
deatli rate among people under thirty 
years ot age about ;>0 per cent. It 
has done so much that cautious, con- 
servative scientific men are looking 
forward to a complete eradication of 
consumption and other communicable 
diseases and their banishment to the 
limbo where the "black death" and 
smallpox have been tlriveu. 

Pure air Is composed of, approxi- 
mately, seventy nine parts nitrogen and 
twenty-one parts oxygen, a trace of 
carbon dioxide, vapor of water and 
ndtiute quantities of other elements 
which have no known Influence on the 
I 'dy. After air is expelled from the 
lungs It contains, as Priestley llrst 
Jemonst rated, an increased amount of 
rarbon dioxide and a reduced amount 
■f oxygen.

Renewing Air In Rooms. 

Even where a liberal air space Is 
allotted lo each Indiv idual it is neces- 
sary that the air of a room be com 
pletely changed at least once every 
laur In schools and factories where 
there is limited air space per capita 
arraniiemeuts are often made for 
changing the air from the to seven 
times per hour 

Due gas burner consumes as much 
oxygen as four and one-half men. 

I have considered thus far the air 
poisons and deleterious matters de 
rived from the human body. Other 
sources of contamination also exist 
and are a menace to health. 1 have 
meuti 1 vapor of water as an Ingre- 
dient of pure air This vapor Is quite 
necessary to health, and its absence 
occasions a peculiar dryness of the 
skin and a stuffiness in the head which 
is often the tirst stage of a common 
cold i he cold is directly caused by 
microbes, but the system is laid open 
to their attacks by the conditions 
above described 

The absence of vapor of water Is 
usually the result of faulty heating 
methods A hot air furnace or stove 
will supply unduly dry air unless 
some device is used for supplying 
moisture. Such devices are ordinarily 
attached to furnaces in the form of a 
small reservoir opening into the air 
supply Neglect to keep this reservoir 
filled with water is a serious mistake 
and may be responsible for much dis- 
comfort ami illness. Where no such 
device is a part of tile heating appara- 
tus a vessel of water Should be piaced 
upon the stove or at some point where 
the hot air will pass over it and take 
up the moisture; otherwise it will take 
the moisture from the body. 

The temperature in the house should 
not be allowed to rise above 08 de- 
grees Neglect "f this precaution is 
frequently '-.'sponsible for undue sus- 
ceptibility to colds. 

Some Ver.tdation Points. 

In considering the practical problem 
of ventilation the following items are 
of most importance: 

The most etUcieut means of ventilat- 
ing, especially in the winter time, is 
the heating system. The hot uir fur 
nace. Which insures a constant supply 
of fresh outside air. is the best sys 
tern if the air is supplied direct to 
each room and the precautions taken 
to keep the air moist which I have 
already outlined While this system 
does not pnA'tde for releasing bad air. 
this usually escapes through the cracks 
of doors anfl windows. It is desir 
able, however, to have open fireplaces 
wherever possible to insure the rapid 
escape of vitiated air. Where stoves 
are employed the air is not changed 
very rapidly, and the dangers of con- 
tamination from coal gas necessitate 
some special means of ventilation An 
excellent measure Is to raise the lower 
sash of a window about four inches 
aud close the opening with an aeeu- 
rately fitting board. This will allow 
the air to come In between the two 
sashes without causing a draft. Two 
boles may be cut in this board and 
small boxes opening toward the ceil 
lug placed over them 

As frequently as possible living 
rooms should be thoroughly ventilated 
by opening all windows and doors and 
rapidly and completely changing the 
air. 

Where the hot water or steam sys 
tern is us.il for heating the above pre 
cautions are also advisable, as such 
systems do not provide any means of 
ventilation. 

Ventilating at Night. 

The problem of ventilating at night 
is much simpler, but In all these mat- 
ters common sense and caution must 
be used In the Winter time pre- 
cautious should be taken against 
drafts, but a thorough ventilation of 
the sleeping rooms should he rigidly 
maintained regardless of the condition 
of the weather it is usually possi- 
ble to have tree ventilation without 
draft by properly placiug the bed 
The ideal method, however, is to have 
a sleeping pop h or balcony , where one 
may sleep practically In tbe ..pen. Such 
a Don h can easily be adjusted for 
protection from inclement weather 

Another method is the window tenl 
This is very much like an ordinary 
wiudow iiwuiiik. but is placed on the 
Inside of the window, over ihe upper 
fart of the sleeper's body, completelj 
Shutting hilll oft from the air of the 
room This method has the advantage 
of Insuring the constant breathing of 
outside air without drafts and at the 
same time keeping the temperature of 
the room fairly warm 

Not more than one person should 
sleep In a small h.xiroom if possible 
children should sleep alone and each 
child have a ryejn to Itself.

Bo-Called Eight-Hour Bill Affected 
Only a Very Few Persons— Did Not 
Apply to Laborers In General — Dra- 
per's Work For Women and Children 

Judging from the opinion of Mr. 
Charles E Hatfield, chairman of the 
Republican state committee of Massa- 
chusetts, the political situation In this 
etatp is very encouraging, in an In- 
terview Mr Hatfield has tliis to say: 

"I regard conditions In this com- 
monwealth as very satisfactory for 
Republican success In November.

The Interest Is Unusual 

"I have alii ndi tl and spoken at a 
number of Republican conventions re- 
cently, and find an unusual am it of 

Interest Many of these conventions 
where there was no contest have been 
very wi !! attended , and t here Is 
great Interest even at this earl) stage 
ot the campaign 

"It is a curious campaign. We have 
been obliged to wage a canvass for 
some time without knowing who the 
Democratic candidate was to he. 
Nevertheless I believe tin Ri publican 
city and town committees are work- 
ing in such perfect harmony wuh the 
state committee, that \\e are in a con- 
dition to take advantage ol all the 
blunders of our Opponents. There is 
certainly no less glory In picking up a 
football on a fumble and making a 
goal and kicking a goal from the field. 
Both methods are equally effective. 

"The humorous remarks of former 
Congressman John K. Thayer at the 
opening of his address at the Demo- 
cratic state convention mark him as 
the greatest humorist of the age. I 
believe the people, both Democrats 
ami Republicans, are disgusted with 
Democrat machine methods, ami that 
the whole Republican ticket will he 
elected h\ a fine majority. 

"The state League of Republican

that had accepted section twenty of 
chapter 106 of the revised laws Even 
when the.-e provisions of the law had 
been accepted by the city or town the 
bill did not apply to all public em- 
ployes, did not cover certain classes 
of printing, nor employes in any in- 
stitution nor on a farm, nor those In 
charge of the grounds, or stables, or 
the domestic, kitchen, or dinin;;-room 
service, nor those employed in store- 
rooms and offices It favored only a 
limited class, and by many was re- 
gard, d as class legislation of the worst 
kind . 

The attempt was made to pass this 
bill in the legislature by a false title. 
Those who advocated it called it - \ n 
net to constitute . Ight hours a day's 
work for public employes"— which it 
uas not. That act had already beta 
established b) chat ter ,.f the acts 
rf Itfu" — passed i<> a Republican legis- 
lature and sum U by a Republican 
150 vi n. or. 

Thi vetoed bi:: would not permit 
public employes to whom it applied 
to work nu re than eight hours, even 
though they wanted to— would not al- 
low 'hem the chance to make the ex- 
tra J >ilar or two that everybody likes 
to pick up now aLd then— made a

His second 
year is closing with the people of the 
state generally employed, with many 
new mills in process of construction 
In different parts of the common- 
wealth, and with the condition of the 
savings banks of the state Indicating 
a piosperous and thrifty common- 
wealth . 

A glance at what he lias accom- 
plished as governor reveals a tre- 
mendous amount of work completed, 
man) difficult problems solved, and a 
list of appointments to office of as 
high trade as were ever sent in to 
the council by an executive of the 
state.

It appears that the town authorities 
contemplate turning Herri' k'-. brook from 
in natural channel across Main street, 
near ;hefoot oi Lawson road then through 
private land to the river, to a new pipe to 
be laid within the lines ot Main street t., 
Symmes corner, thence down Bacon 
street to the pond near Wedgemere sta- 
tion, l lie new route is about three times 
as long as the old one Why the town 
should take onto itseli the expense 
changing tins brook and assume the full 
charge oi it hereafter without receiving 
.my betterments whatever trom private 
land owners, is quite a mystery. It is 
very evident to net rid of a brawling 
brook instead of laying a proper pipe tor 
it to run 111, is a great benefit to the 
ordinary land owner, but why should 
the town be taxed tor such a private 
improvement and no betterments be re- 
ceived by the town? It a pipe can be laid 
along M mi street tor 1 long distance with 
a vers slight pitch, sufficiently large to 
I take care of Merrick's Brook, whs can- 
1 not such a pine he laid sixtv feet across 
I Main street to tak'-i are .it tne same water 
and at much less expense? I'he slight 
' pitch along Main street and the mm h 
; longet distance ol the new channel 1-- cer- 
, tainly no improvement over the short, 
I quit k running old channel ot the brook. 
The small pitch of the new pipe along 
1 Mam St. will cause sand to coll ect in the 
1 new pipe in times of a low run ol water. 
Ot course the town assumes all can- o! 
! the pipe after it turns the stream and

I street washings ill order to have it work 
i well. 

It this new pipe, .'( inches in diameter, 
could be laid down Lawson road in the 
old channel ot the brook trom Highland 
avenue to Main street, it would be ol 
much more value than it is as laid out 
down Mam street. Above Main street, 
private parties have laid pipes for the 
brook much too smull (twelve inches) 
an I at times the hrook overfiows.damag- 
illg Lawson road. Maui street, and 
private estates. What the town is now 
doing wiil not help this mattei one 
particle as the trouble at this point, is all 
above Mam street. The town has 
serveral tunes retused to accept Law-son 
road as a public street on account of this 
brook, but now it deliberately tak.-s upon 
itselt the care of the same brook along 
Man street and is spending some $2000 
in unking a new pipe channel 101 it. 

Hirncks' brook occasionally washes 
out Lloyd street and troubles the people 
on that street. Thisoveirlow is caused 
on account of too small a pipe across 
Lloyd street. The new Main street pipe 
is 24 inches in diameter but the present 
pipe from Mam street across the late 
Manchester estate is only ten inches 111 
diameter. After leaving this ten inch 
pipe, the Inook enter-, through an iron 
strainer under Lloyd street and because 
It is much too small tor its work, it over 
Hows and does mischief. If the new 24 
inch Mam street pipe was put actoss 
Main and Lloyd streets 111 place ot the 
old small pipes and properly connected, 
all the town could be legally called 
upon to carry oi the freshet water would 
be accomplished. Ii it is desired to take 
the hrook from private estates and 
plaster it upon the tow n a' public ex- 
pense, then the whole brook should be 
taken, above Main street as well as below 
it. Hut is changing the course ot a 
natural brook trom its old tune channel 
a proper expenditure ot the tax payers' 
money' I doubt it very much except 111 
cases w hen it is obliged to be done on 
account of surface street drainage, which 
is not the case in the present instance. 

The town meeting would be the most 
proper place to present this matter to the 
people, but it has never been mentioned 
in town meeting, I have, by courtesy of 
the selectmen, expressed the above ideas 
to the board. but I am afraid w ithout much 
effect. 1 take the onh means at hand to 
object as a tax-payer against turning 
Herrick's brook down Main street and 
off private land without any compensation 
whatever being paid the town for its large 
immediate expenditure and the future 
cite 01 the brook. I hope othets will 
object before it is too late.

Value of Drugs. 

This is m>t to say that drugs are 
Useless No one who has practiced 

jiedicine and seen the "jrritu reaper" 
foiled and driven off by the skillful use 
Of potent drills can truthfully deny 
their enormous value 10 humanity 
When wisely employed I tut the key- 
note of modern medicine is "peered 
tlon rather than cure." 

It Is a splendid thiiiR to drag a man 
back from the jaws of death by relax 
Ing the strained arteries with nitro- 
glycerin or steadying the weakened 
and failing heart with strophanthus or 
digitnlis, hut it is a fur bigger and 
belter thing so to advise and guide 
your patient in Ills daily life that he 
shall retain a sound heart and elastic 
arteries until a ripe old age and never 
need your •'heroic remedies." 

Conceding that water is one of the 
great necessities of life and a powerful 
agent for good or ill. a few moments' 
attention to its constitution and quali- 
ties lire worth while 

Water Is a compound ot two atoms 
of hydrogen with one atom of oxygen, 
Indicated by the formula H,0 This 
Is not a mere mixture of ixases. as in 
the case of air. hut a definite chemical 
compound. 

Distilled water is, of course, chemi- 
cally pure, but it Is rather flat and 
unpalatable. It has been claimed that 
distilled water is not a healthy bov 
erase owing 10 its >;reat solvent prop 
ertles, hut its use among large bodies 

of men in the navy without ill effect 
would indicate that this belief is 
groundless Possibly the drinking of 
very large quantities of distilled water 
might impoverish the system, hut as 
between distilled water and impure 
waler contaminated hy disease cerms 
there should be no hesitancy in choos 
iiu; the former. 

The principal diseases that are trans 
ndtted hy water are typhoid fever, 
cholera, diarrhea and dysentery. All 
these diseases are absolutely unneces- 
sary and preventable. If a fraction of 
the time, money and thought that is 
expended In windy politics and so 
inlled statesmanship were exerted in 
behalf of pure air and pure water, 
main of our social and political evils 
would disappear simultaneously with 
the stamping out of preventable dts 
eases 

How to Get Pure Water. 

One gulden maxim we can always 
keci. in mind for our protection against 
watei iHirne disease: "When In doubt, 
l»iil " 

Roiled water is flat and unpalatable, 
hi!' it is better than a sparkling germ 
laden coin ever of disease Mm an ef 
fori should alw ays be made to secure 
a source ot pure water supply and 
keep it pure. 

The tlp|H>arnnee of typhoid fever 
should call for rigid Investigation. 

Ii is not enough tor water to be pure 
at its source; a rigid police system 
should be maintained to prevent con- 
tamiii.it Ion from sewage within a wide 
raiiKe of territory adjacent to reser- 



Tolr, river or lake from which the wa 
ter is obtained A proper filtration 
plant Is also advisable, and uereexpert 
advice and engineering skill will prove 
cheap in the loug run 

On farms and places disconnected 
from a general water supplj the mat 
ter is under tne immediate control of 
the householder 

If one cannot afford an artesian well, 
at least a deep well should be SUUk 

and riKid precaution taken against con 
tamiuation from household sewage 
The most horrible and uncivilized con 
dition that can possibly esisl is a shal- 
low surface well or spring adjacent to 
a shallow surface sewage vault. 

No community should permit such a 
Combination to exist, and the Individ 
ual who exposes his family to such 
risks assumes a terrible responsibility 

The distance which a sewage vault 
may be located from a well without 
risk is theoretically sixty feet. As a 
matter of fact, the combination is al- 
ways dangerous, no matter what the ' 
distance maintained, as the surface 
water may carry the bacteria of dis- 
ease to a considerable distance. The 
best plan is lo have a deep well thor 
otlghly protected within a radius of 
several feel by a cement platform, so 
that surface water from the dooryard 
cannot pollute it. The earth closet 
should he usee) instead of the pestif- 
erous sewage vault, or if the latter 
ev il is permitted it should be as (lis 
tanl from Hie well as possible on a 
lower level and d ril ll) away from it 

The liberal use of drj earth and chlo- 
ride of lime niaj prevent sickness ami 
suffering, not to speak of heavy finan- 
cial loss 

The Ideal System. 

A far better plan is to Install a ••sur- 
face irrigation" system These sys 
terns devised b.v the late Colonel War 
Ing of New York provide for a dis 
posal of the house waste ami sewage 
through a house drain to a tank or 
reservoir, which automatically empties 
lis accumulated contents by slphonage 
Into a series of pipes, which distribute 
the material directly on the surface 
of the soil in some Held sloping away 
from the bouse An urea of one-tenth 
of an acre w ill receiv e ami care for the 
waste of a household of twelve per 
sons This waste when delivered to 
the field is an Inoffensive milky mix 
ture. which the bacterial and chemical 
agencies in the surface soil soon dis- 
pose of if a proper Interval is allowed. 

The cesspool, like all devices (hat 
accumulate sewage and allow It to 
decompose, may he a focus of disease 
distribution It is far Inferior to the 
above described system. 

All wells should be screened, pre- 
venting contamination by Hies, mos- 
quitoes, etc. 

If good well water cannot be ob- 
tained the rainwater may be filtered 
and collected In a cistern. Cistern 
water is not very palatable, but It can 
be kept pure and tends to purify itself 
on standing. 

Rainwater is soft and. like all soft 
waters, readily dissolves lead. It 
mould not be stored in metal re- 
' ceptacles. therefore, or run through 
leaden pipes 

What to Do With Pure Water. 
Pure water having been obtained, the 
question arises. How shall we use it? 
Inasmuch as about 70 per cent of the 
i body weight is made up of water, no 
j argument is necessary to show that a 
' certain dally supply is necessary if 
I the body weight is to be maintained. 

AImiUI one half of the solid food we 
I eat is composed of water, but it Is 
i estimated that, in addition, the average 
■ man requires about two ami one half 
pints, or three tumblerfuls, daily. 

A itreat deal of nonsense is written 
regarding the amount of water that 
should be taken daily, the amount 
suggested running up into the gallons 
No doubt some people do not drink 
enough water, especially between 
meals, hut the taking of vast quanti- 
ties of water may work serious Injury 
by overtaxing the heart and circula- 
tion and causing an overaction of the 
kidneys Dilution of the stomach may 
also result from overdistentlon with 
fluid It is believed that some of the

I >r L. O. Howard, chiel entomologist 
ui the department ut agriculture at Wash 
ington, is about to siatt on an inspection 
trip of the held station and laboratories 
ot the bureau.

tinent and from Canac'a to Mexico. 

"I propose to wMt particularly several 
stations in California, Texas, Louisiauna 
and Illinois," said I'r. Howard. After 
returning to Washington next month 1 
will go to Massachusetts late in the fall ur 
earl) in the winter to inspect the KM' S > 
| and brown tail moth work there and talk 
uvcr with 1). M. Rogers, head of the anti- 
moth field force, plans t,,r the campaign 
tu be carried on next year. 

"The work now being done undei the 
direction of Mr. Rogers, with head- 
quarters at'Roston, ami at the parasite 
laboratory at Melrose Highlands by A. 
F. Rurgess and his assistants is probably 
the most important work now engaging 
the attention ol the bureau of entomo- 
logy. We are spending this yeai on that 
work $300,000 out ol the total of 1530,0013 
appropriated for the bureau du.ing the 

lis, .il year. 

"The antunoth work in New England 
is nur most important single problem 111 
my opinion, not because <it the amount 
ut money we are spending, but because 
it would be a catastrophe it the gvpsy ami 
browntail moths were permitted to spread 
trom the quarantined areas in New ling- 
land t 1 all parts ol the 1 ountry. 
"Excluding the antimoth work in New 
England we liav» f 230,1x11 > tor investiga- 
tions and other u,,rk. The bureau has 
more than 500 men on its roll ol 1 m ■ 
ployes, of which ovet loo arc scientific 
experts, and the others laborers and 
cleric."

One cent to move, another cent anil .1 
quarter to man almost one mure cent to 
maintain the street car systems of tins 
state were spent out of each nickel paid 
by passengers during the lust recorded 
tis. al year, according to figures from the 
recent reports ot the Board of Railroad 

I Commissioners that have today been 
tabulated at the headquarters ol the 

'. Massachusetts Railway Assoication in 

I this iit\. Over hali .1 cent more, 0111 

I ot each tar.-, has been turned over to 
tax collectors and lawyers by the street 
railways. When the balance e>t the 

, nickel has been shaved ott lor insurance, 
office expenses, salaries and rentals, 
these figures show that little over three- 
quarters of one cent has been left lor the 
companies that collect it. 

That the penny and a quarter paid 
from each passenger's nickel to the men 
who run the cars has been multiplied to 
almost eight million dollars in wanes 
throughout the st.iii in one yeai is shown 
by these figure., of the railroad commis- 
sion. I ur the power to move th> public 
in tins time some three and a halt millions 
ot dollars have been spent by the street 
lailways. Besides the penny for power 
and the penny and a quarter for em- 
ployees, the rest of the third cent in the 
nickel is shown to no for some three 
million dollars worth of maintenance of 
tiacks. The up keep ol the 8,coj ears 
use I to tiiuve the public, as well as the- 
interest on the lunds that have built up 
the cross-country and city street railway 
systems of the Bay State, has been re- 
turned trom the toiirtli penny of every 

, nickel taken 111 iliirm^, the y< ur covered 
by these official reports. Though one 

; whole penny tr,,m every carfare is re- 
quired to pay interest charges in New 

I Y,,rK State, it is recorded, little over half 
a cent is'necessary in tie- May State, where 
strut supervision and the conservative 
character of investors have made the 
relation of physical value to street railway 
securities the higlli st 111 the WOl Id, 

; To the tax treasuries of communities 

: all over the state a third ot a Cent of the 
nickel tare is shown to have been paid by 
the stut,- street railway men. Their 
office expenses have used up about a 
quarter of a cent. Reduced to decimals, 
these figures from the Hoard of Railroad 
C mimissioners show that only .88 ol one 
cent lias been left out of each live cent tare- 
paid bv eveiy passenger in one \ear, 
when these chief expenses have been 
provided for. Other tabulated costs re- 
duce tins return to the companies below 
tin- figure.

MOSES P. RICHARDSON DEAD 



Moses Person Richardson, one ot the 
oldest and best known residents ot Win- 
chester Highlands, died at his home oil 
Forest striet, Tuesday of creeping paraly- 
sis. For several montns he had been 

failing rapidly, Hid his death had been 

anticipated for a number ol w.eks. He 
had just passed his 75th birthday. His 
birthday was not obsetved la-cause the 
brave old veteran was to., ill to rcettve 
his triends, he being confined to his bed, 
patiently anil serenely waiting the last 
summons. 

Mr. Richardson was born in Winches 
tei Highlands, w here his aucesti us settled 
in colonial days, Sept. 17, is;;, it being 
at that tune a part ot Wobtmi. His 
father was Samuel Richardson and his 
mother Susan !'•. Person. He lived in 
this town all his life, in the early part 
engaging in tanning with his father, At 
the outbreak u« tin- Civil War lie enlisted 
here in Co. G. 2d Mass. Vols, lie was 
one- ot tour brothers who volunteered 
their services, three ot w hom returned, 
the other dying on Ins way home alter 
bung confined at Andersonville prison. 

Mr. Richardson took part with Ins 
regiment in the battles o 1 Jackson, Fort 
Royal, Cedar Mountain, Antietam, Fred- 
erii ksburg, Chancellorsville,',< iettysburg, 
Resaca, Atianta, Raleigh ami Averys- 
borollgh. The 2nd was 01 t tin- Mas- 
sachusetts' regiments to be sent with 
Sherman on his famous march to the sea. 
He was wounded twice at Cedar .Moun- 
tain and once at Chancellorsville, After 
lour \eais ot military service he was hon- 
orably discharged on July is*",,. 

Following the close of the war he en- 
gaged in business at the mahogany null 
at Cuttei village, ami tor the years fol- 
lowing was variously engaged in several 
' iccupations, 

< in the establishment ot the rural de- 
livery service from the Winchester post- 1 
office, Mr. Richardson was appointed the 
first cai 1 ier and serv ed the patrons ot that 
route tor over three yea IS, when his 
health last year compelled him to relin 

< juish the duties of the position. 

He was the oldest member of A. D. 
Weld Post, 148, G. A. R., and was 
always one of its most active members. 

He was married in 1865 to Miss Sarali 
L. Marsh of Hudson, N. H., who sur- 
vives him. He also leaves one son, H. 
K >tl. and a daughter, Mrs. Ida M. Powers 
of East Sonierville. Another son, LeRov 
M., recently died. For the past year Mr. 
Richardson had been confined to his 
home, and for a greater part to his bed. 

Funeral services were held from the 
residence on Thursday afternoon at two 
o'clock, conducted by Rev. Henry E. 
Hodge, pastor ot the First Baptist 
Church.

People fall into 
strange habits with regard to food, ami 
If such hllblts lead tu an ill bu la need 
diet they should be corrected For ex- 
ample, milk, eggs and beefsteak all 
consumed at the same meal show a 
lack nf the sense of proportion as well 
as of fond values, A variety of funds 
all "f the same class Indicates lack of 
resource ami Ingenuity on the part of 
the housewife or steward and may 
lead to much digestive trouble, not to 
speak nf graver Ills, and ruined dispo- 
sitions, 

Pood for each meal, therefore, should 
be selected with a due regard to Its 
palatabllity, digestibility and nourish ; 
lug properties Kemember that a 
steady diei must contain protelds, ; 
carbohydrates isugnrs, stnrehesi and 
fats: aisn minerals Milk contains all 
)f these elements and taken in siitn 
clent quantity will support life, but it 
Is not a very desirable food for the 
healthy adult who can eat a mixed 
diet Meat, poultry, guuie, tisb and 
the leguminous vegetables ipeas, beans, 
lentils, etc. i are rich in proteld Po- 
tatoes, cereals and many Vegetables 
contain carbohydrates. Pats are sup- 
plied by butter, fat of meat. lard. etc. 
The various minerals required are 
found In the food constituting a mixed 
diet, and in addition common salt 
iwhleh is not a stilt, by the way. but 
a compound of sodium and chlorinei 
Is taken freely for seasoning purposes. 

Right here it may be stated tliut salt 
is usually taken in excess. One easily 
falls into the habit of taking a little 
Diore sail until ordinary and proper 
quantities fail to tickle the palate. In 
cases of chronic disease a salt free 
diet Is often beneficial, and It Is prob- 
able that most of us eat far more salt 
than is good for us. 

An effort should be made to combine 
all of the elements above mentioned 
in the daily dietary, varying the bill 
of fare so that each meal may pos- 
sess some attraction of novelty and 
provide a normal stimulus to digestion 
According to one authority the ratio 
of nitrogen to carbon should be as l 
to 15 It will be observed that a 
large excess of vegetables or carbo- 
hydrate fo,,d js required to maintain 
this balance The general rule may 
be followed, therefore, of meat about 
once a day and certainly not oftener 
than twice, nitrogenous vegetables, 
such as peas and beans, at tueals 
where poultry, gume or light meat por- 
tion is served, salads and green vege- 
tables to accompany heavy meat por- 
tion 

Fresh Food the Safest. 

Some families insult their wonderful 
digestive mechanism with a steady- 
diet of delicatessen atrocities or innu- 
tritious canned foods when a little 
more energy and ingenuity would en- 
able them to secure a meal of fresh, 
nutritious and appetizing food. The 
tendency to run to the pantry for a 
can of sardines or salmon, instead of 
cooking a chop or fresh tisb or pro- 
viding nutritious cold meats or salads, 
is responsible tor a certain amount of 
American dyspepsia 

Some one has said that "a chafing 
dish is a frying pan that has got into 
good society " We boldly maintain 
that the trying pan has no business in 
good s, >. iety 

(irensy fri.il foods will continue to 
"upset" the digestion of countless 
Americans until natural selection has 
eliminated the frying pan users. "c»ut 
of the trying pan into the tire" is n 

uood axiom r>ic f I prepared in the 

frying pin would better go into the 
tire than into our stomachs, where It Is 
very likely to set up a fire In the shape 
of acute or chrome Indigestion. If you 
must fry. make It a "dry" fry. Not 
only Is It difficult for the gastric juice 
to penetrate and act upon food that is 



thickly coated with grease, but an ex- 
cess of fat spread out over the lining 
of the stomach retards the secretion of 
gastric juice. 

Protection of Food. 

The article ot food most likely to be 
contaminated by disease germs Is milk 
The bureau of animal industry has 
formulated fifty rules for the gufdauce 
of milk dealers or dairymen People 
who keep tlnir own cows would do 
well to secure a set of these rules 
Epitomized, they prescribe cleanliness 
and care In the handling of milk as 
well as proper treatment, bousing and 
feeding of cows. Scrupulous care 
should be exercised in keeping clean 
all utensils in which milk is used Milk 
from a doubtful source should be 
boiled or pasteurized before use. Milk 
preserved with formalin or other 

chemicals should not be used Iceboxes 

should be regularly cleaned with hot 
Boapsuds solution or strong solution 
of soda Ice often contains germs and 
spores which multiply as soon as they 
get in a warm temperature. 

Pood should never be exposed to 
contact with Mies, insects, rats. mice, 
etc., as these pests often act as germ j 
carriers Nothing Is so harrowing to 
the soul of a modern physician as a 
kitchen filled with buzzing tlies while 
food Is left standing around. Inviting 
these germ curriers to alight and 
promenade 

Cats aial dogs should not be allowed 
In the kitchen, and the less they are 
in the house the better. They are 
excellent germ carriers. 

Food Adulterants. 

Many food adulterants have little 
Influence on health, except in s.. far 
as they substitute inert or unappetiz- 
ing material for that which Is nour- 
ishing and of appetizing flavor. Other 
adulterants, however, are directly In- 
jurious because of their chemical ef- 
fect. 

Some of the more common adulter- 
ants are as follows: 

Milk — Water has probably been used 
ever since there was a milkman; harm- 
ful by decreasing nutritious value. 
Various preservatives, as salicylic acid, 
formalin, boric acid, are also used and 
tire injurious. 

Butter.— Sometimes adulterated w ith 
other fats, which possibly render It 
less digestible. 

Lard.— Cottonseed oil is the most 
commonly used adulterant. 

Canned Vegetables.— Salts of copper 
and zinc are often used to impart a 
brilliant green color The normal color 
for canned peas, beans, etc.. is a dull 
green. The brilliant lined varieties | 
should be avoided, as they may con- , 
tain sufficient copper to prove tin 
healthful. 

Jellies. .lams. Etc.— Aniline dyes are 
often used to give bright colors. Such 
preserves are open to suspicion In ex- 
act proportion to the brilliancy of the 
coloring Preservatives are also used, 
as boric acid, salicylic acid and ben- 
zoate. 

Beer.— Salicylic acid. 

Temperance Drinks — Aniline dyes. 

Coffee,— Clay, spices, prune stones, 
eoeoanut shells. 

Olive Oil —Cottonseed oil. 

Meat. Poultry and Pish.— Borax and 
other preservatives. 

Many of the coloring matters, pre- 
servatives and adulterants are not 
prejudicial to health, btit unless their

Digestibility of Foods. 

Undigested food may be far more in- 
jurious than many of the adulterants 
or preservatives above mentioned. It 
Is wise, therefore, to give some thought 
to the relative digestibility of various 
classes of food, especially If one's oc- 
cupation is sedentary. 

Pork.— Whether fresh or in sausages 
or other form, pork Is Indigestible 
and therefore inferior In nutritive val- 
ue. Furthermore, It Is liable to con- 
tain dangerous parasites, "trichina 
spiralis" or the eggs of the tapeworm. 
Pork should not be eaten except tu the 
form of bacon or ham If compelled to 
eat it. cook It thoroughly. 

The following Is a list of foods in 
the order of their digestibility. It 
should be remembered that this list 
holds good for the average Individual 
Some people have strange antipathies 
or Idiosyncrasies against certain arti- 
cles of f 1. which they cannot for 

that reason digest: 

Uoasi mutton, sweetbreads, boiled 
chicken, venison, soft boiled eggs, new 
toasted cheese, roast fowl, turkey, 
partridge and pheasant, lamb, wild 
duck, oysters, periwinkles, omelet, 
tripe, boiled sole, haddock, skate, 
trout, perch, roast beef, boiled beef, 
rump steak, roast veal, boiled veal, 
rabbit, salmon, mackerel, herring, 
pilchard, sprat, hard boiled and fried 
egg*, pigeon, hare. duck, goose, fried 
fish, roast and boiled pork, heart, 
liver, kidney, lobster, salted Bsb. crab.

The hap- 
hazard administration of nourishment 
and medicine should be avoided. 

Nursing In Chronic Illness. 
In chrouie diseases it usually falls 
to the lot of soma member of the fam- 
ily to do the nursing. Here is where 
the physician Should keep a watchful 
eye open and sec that the fearful tyr- 
anny of chronic Invalidism docs noi 
exact an unnecessary sacrifice. The 
chronic invalid becomes self ceutered, 
. lives in a world apart, where the bodi- 
ly processes or Infirmities till nearly 
the whole field of consciousness. This 
self absorption aud introspection are 
often unduly fostered and encouraged 
through tender hearted sympathy on 
the | art of family and friends. 

There are few diseases that Justify 
the slavery that ts so often Imposed 
by the chronic Invalid. It is the phy- 
sicians duty to bring about n more 
normal relationship and lift his patient 
nit of the rut of weak self pity aud 
t-eitish tyranny over others. 

Chronic disease is Indeed a pitiable 
condition, aud the physician should be 
the last to withhold sympathy or com- 
fort, but hi> Influence should be ex- 
erted to develop courage, patience and 
self denial on the part of the sufferer, 
to the end that other lives may not be 
needlessly snerinVed. 

Persons who are called upon to enre 
{ ir Invalids should be compelled to 
take ' roper exercise nnd rest. Many 
a nervous, ruined life can be traced 
,,, the exacting demands of some 
chronic sufferer. Hut the blame rests 
not so much upon the partly responsi- 
ble invalid a« upon those who permit 
Mich exactions 

General Measures In Sickroom. 
The sickroom should, of course, be 
of sunny exposure and well ventilated. 



It should be bright arid cheerful, hut 
Dot Incumbered by carpets, upholster- 
ed furniture or curtains. It) the grave 
crises of disease the slightest confu- 
sion may turn the tide against the pa- 
tient. 

As B rule, the bed should DOl be 

placed against a wall, but in the cen 
t> r of the room, so that access to the 
patient may be had on both sides and 
a free circulation of air be permitted. 

In pneumonia the room should be 
Ventilated freely. The pneumonia pa 
tient cannot catch cold, Cold air seems 
to be a speeiti,- fof the di-oaso, and It 
Is now the chief reliance in treat- 
ment. 

In acute bronchitis or laryngitis, 
however, cold air appears to be Irritat- 
ing, and. while the room should have 

li slant supply of fresh air. it should 

be warmed. 

Taking the Temperature. 

The teni[»erature is best taken in the 
rectum for accurate results, although 
a the minute HX|>osure In the armpit 
or groin will usuullj ghc an accurate 
register unless the surface of the 
Ik.iI.v is affected by an acute chill, if 
the temperature is taken In the mouth 
the Instrument should be placed deep- 
ly under the tongue and the lips tight- 
ly closed and kept . i,,s,.,i until the 
thermometer is removed No matter 
what style of thermometer is used, it 
should be left In the mouth three to 
Ave minutes. Never take the mouth 
temperature Immediately after admin 
Istei'iug eold drinks. 

Bathing the Invalid. 

A treat deal of comfort Is afforded 
the invalid li} a daily bath where the 
i ondltlon warrants it. When the pa- 
tient is feeble one part of the body 
at a time maj be tpilckly and gently 
bathed. Alcohol and water, equal 
part-, with gentle massage, is often 
refreshing and restorative. 

The hot pack, cold pack and cold 

bath for reductl f temperature 

should be used only under the advice 
nnd direction of the pbysieiau In 
mild fever, however, sponging the 
body with cold or tepid water or al- 
cohol and water will prove grateful 
and often reduce fever. 

Diet In Fever, Etc. 

People are often at a loss what to 
give a fever patient to eat. In acute 
fever caused by Indigestion or bowel 
trouble, especially in children, it Is bet- 
ter to withhold food until the system 

has I n cleared of poison Some 

persons fear starvation if fo,,,i is not 
given within twenty-four hours. A 
little barley water or plain boiled wa- 
ter is better than food, w hich will only 
remain undigested and add fuel to the 
Ore. "An empty house is better than 
a ] r tenant." 

In protracted fever there is a great 
waste of tissue, and albuminous food 
is rei|iiirt'il to make good this loss. 
This is supplied by broths, snips, milk 
and eggs. Carbohydrates (starches, 
grains, etc.i are also needed, as they 
supply etiergy and lessen the waste of 
nitrogenous tissues. These may be 
given In the form of strained rice, 
strained oatmeal, crushed wheat and 
barley, partially predlgested if neces- 
sary. 

Beef tea cannot be relied upon for 
nourishment, but is a good appetizer 
and of some value as a stimulant. 

Useful Invalid Foods. 

Albumen Water, t ut the white of 
one flesh egg in numerous directions 
with scissors, shake it up In a bottle 
with six ounces of pure cold water and 
a pilc h of salt and strain through 
muslin. Useful for infants with acute 
gastrointestinal trouble, when milk 
must be withdrawn. 

Hurley Water (Thin).— Add a tea- 
spoonful of barley previously washed 
In clear cold water to a half pint of 
boiling water w ith a pinch of salt. Al- 
low it to simmer by the fire, stirring 
occasionally for one hour; then strain 
through muslin. 

Imperial Drink.— Pour a pint of boil- 
ing water on a heaping tea spoonful of 
cream of tartar: add a little sugar and 
lemon peel; strain when cold. This is 
cooling and increases the activity of 
the kidneys. 

Unseed or Flaxseed Tea -Mix to- 
gether three drains of UUgroUUd flax- 
seed (linseed), thirty grains of extract 
of licorice and ten ounces of boiling 
water aud allow to stand from one to 

tour hours In a warm place, Do not 
boll. A little lemon juice and sugar 
and one or two drams of gum arable 
will Improve the mixture. This "tea" 
Is es|ieclally valuable in acute colds, 
bronchitis, laryngitis and some forms 
Of bladder trouble. It should be more 
generally used than Is the case. 

Beef lea. -Take a pound of lean 
beef, free it from fat and tibrous tis- 
sue, cut Into small pieces. Place these 
in a crock or fruit jar with a good 
cover. Add to It a quart of cold wa 
ter and ten or twelve drops of dilute 
1 hydrochloric acid. Stand in a mod- 
erately warm place for an hour: then 
let it simmer gently for two hours 
more; then strain and season with salt 
and pepper, if desired, it should be 
administered hot, an ounce or two at 
a time. 

Farinaceous Beef Tea. -To beef tea. 
prepared as in the formula tlrst given, 
add a little well cooked oatmeal or 
cracker dust and serve hot. Barley 
water or rice water maj be likewise 
enriched by beef tea. 

Peptonized Foods, Etc.— Partial pre 
digestion of milk, meat, oysters, etc.. 
may be useful In certain conditions 
This can be carried out by following 
the directions accompanying the pep 
tonized preparations sold in the shops 
Spa, e does not permit of quoting other 
formulas, but those having invalids in 
charge would do well to study some 
nursing manual and lighten their la- 
bor, as well as assist the patient, by 
varying the monotony of the Invalid 
dietary.

I HI NEW CIV IC SPIRIT . 



First of Jour lectures on 
bv Prof. /u<-blin. 



Civics * 
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The first lei ture in The Fortnightly 
Civus Cours* topic, "The New Civic 
Spirit," given in the small Town H.tli 
■ > 1 1 Wednesday rti iniing was heard by an 
unexpectedly large number It had not 
been thought that so man) women would 
be interested m this somewhat masculine 
subject but ti •■ breadth ut the various 
Fortnightly interests and Prof. Zueblin's 
charm as a speaker combined to bring 
the audience. It is safe, even conserva- 
tive, to say th.it all or almost all, were 
delighted and th«t the large Town Mall 
will be necessary lor the next lecture. 
The ouahbcatioti ' almost all" may be in- 
correct as everyone should have been 
delighted, but it must be admitted that 
Professor Zueblin's ideas ire vi provo- 
cative of brain action, not to say meital 
disturbam <•, that it i- possible thai some 
who had t< U lairly complacent overt Kitt- 
ing conditions may have been .1 little 
troubled by the <h inonstratiou thai a in u 
order is at hand However, others were 
reassured by his optimism, stili more 
were inspired to serious thinking about 
present problems, and everyone was 
certainly deeply interested. 

Alter the lecture biid some general 
discussion ol ipiestions . i ~. k « -t I ol the 
speaker, a nunilx t orilered copies ol the 
book recommended tor reading, Howe's 
"Ttie City. Tlie Hope ut Democracy," 
and others pun based the syllabus tur the 
course. I he nexl lecture will be given on 
Wedti' sdav. tnoi ning, November thirtieth, 
at 10.30. I'he topi< is " The Training of 
the Citi/en." To this all who are mtei- 
ested are invited as the guests ot 1 he 
Fortnightly. I h >se who are strictly con- 
servative should ro t.i hear the other 
side, and those who aP- radical should 
not miss the opportunity to hear a con- 
vincing statement ol their tretpienlly 
vague longings Hoth groups will teel 
that they have listened to a cogent 
speaker express in apt phrase the visit n 
of today and the ideal ol tomorrow, 

It is a happy circumstance that has 
given this opportunity t ' » the people ol 
Winchester and we are glad to he able to 
give tin- following abstract of Wednes- 
day's lecture on ' The New Civil Spirit 

Social evolution may he imperceptible 
to the participants, and yet tin social 
ideals ol the lit u generation may be 
incomprehensible to tin passing genera 
tion. This is notably true ot tie.; new 
civ ic spirit, 

Twenty years ago there were but three 
avenues foi the Citizen who wanted to lie 
ot social service the church, the school 
and charity, fhese were dismal to the 
men w ho realH bad a love tor his tellow ■ 
man. Respectable people thirty years 
ago weie not supposed to be interested 
in politics, Hut today no tight minded 
persons feels that a stigma is placed up- 
on bun by entering politics. i hie who 
wishes to S'-rve ins fellows must effec- 
tively and immediately should go into 
public lite. Am in, in who holds him 
sell too good to go into politic-., is not lit 
to go into tht church. Today there is a 
new civic stunt also in the church, It is 
beginning to talk about the vital things 
of life. 

In tin 1 Inst two decades there came a 
new conception ot public responsibility 
and activity. The characteristic no'e ol 
the new era is social. The publii school 
system began to accommodate itselt to 
the conditions t>i industry and life, aban 
doning the all-sufficient pedagogy of the 
"three K's" and leaching the power ot 
observation, accomplishment and self- 
reliance. The administrative reform ot 
cities was promoted with a success 
which would have seemed incredible in 
the ninth decide ot the last century. 
Villages and towns undertook the organ- 
isation ot improvement associations. The 
last decade ot the ceutiirv also witnessed 
an astounding development ot free 
libraries, health regulations, factory legis- 
lation, interstate commerce provisions 
and the extension ot municip d functii ms 
such as stteet paving and cleaning and 
lighting, water supply and sewerage dis- 
posal, parks and boulevards all exptess- 
mg a chanted conception ot public lite. 

It is wot thy of note that in these earlier 
years some ot tin- most imuoitant public 
improvements til the close of the century 
liad their inception, but died a-boining, 

In 1853 a Woman of course, organized 
the first village improvement society in 
Stockbridgi, Mass. I'odav there are jsoo 
of them. In 1S57 Central Park, New 
YorK was established amid w 1 1 > 1 protests. 
Now the city without a park and boule 
vard ststeni doesn't hit its head. In 
1866 bathing in the ocean at Boston was 
no longer prohibited. Not until iSSt^dul 
Milwaukee establish the tirst publit bath 
in the country. In is;j liiookliue, Mass.. 
establishe I a pluygr mud, but Hoston did 
not hear of it lor ten tears. Now every 
city lias theill, In the same year a vaca- 
tion school was recommended in Cam 
bridge, but .Boston established the tirst 
several years later. In nearly every case 
the original impulse was dormant tor 
twenty years ami only within the last ten 
or fifteen h is it become .1 living and 
dominant force. ["lie pressure has been 
from the masses ot the people. It has had 
many expressions 

In the midst ol gteat intellectual, social 
and spiritual advances, it is sometimes 
difficult to do justice to the importance 
ot the material basis ot progress. '1 he 
cry so often raised against the material- 
ism of our tune has a relative bat not an 
absolute justiheatton. The materialism 
is great in propoi tion to the intellectual 
and spiritual possibilities, but 11 is no 
more serious ill its menace than was the 
materialism ot past tunes In tact, tin 
great creative periods 01 industrial 
development are accompanied by social 
and intellectual revivals. Pi ogress in the 
industrial, so. id 'i intellectual world is 
the result ot a r action trom an estah 
lished order, I he comiort ol prosperity 
induces complacency, conservatism, 
aristocracy, a deadening optimism. In 
each succeeding period the democratic 
spirit is compelled to tight the benumbing 
Influence oi the n * riches, but mean- 
while it has been aided by the stimulat- 
ing influence 01 prosperity with us 
accumulation ol new wants and ambi- 
tions. 

The decade aftel the war was a time 111 
which all efforts were devoted to 
establishing order out ot the chaos of 
industrial depression. But the ensuing 
period ot prosperity was the result o: an 
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ot government due to numerous acces- 
sions from the unskilled and undis< iplined 
forces of Europe, which threatened both 
the stantlard of living and democratic 
administration, the greater co-operative 
power ot the large urban community has 
been responsible tor uotabh- advances in 
popular education, industrial organiza- 
tion, munii iual reform and 1 ivh improve- 
ment. 

The logical steps in civic progress are 
prosperity, leisure, culture, Prosperity 
provides the leisure which makes possible 
a culture unknown to the pioneers in 
industrial expansion. It in lime tins . ni- 
ton- ueCOIlie pedantic and exclusive, at 
least the enthusiasm of its new possession 
usually prompts a desire tor service. 
The growing prosperity, leisure and cul- 
ture ot the 1 ighties provided not only the 
sowers but the soil for the new seed ot 
social si-iviie. It may seem strange to 
us now Jthnt civic obligations rested so 
lightly on the shoulders ol the people 
who were enjoying the enlarged oppor- 
tunities of those days. We must, bow 
• ver. remembei thai tne conception of 
social respoiisil ihtv held so widely today 
is 11 direct variance with the experience 
and thought of the uineteertn century. 

The conscious effort of the convinced 
reformer is. ol course, not primarily 
responsible tor great civic changes, He 
draws his power from the undercurrent 
ot t e popular movements or his time. 
American society was being slowly <-<lu 
catetl apart trom die objective conse- 
quences ot industrial development bv the 
high sounding declarations of the Knights 
ol Labor, bv the storing and unmeasured 
phrases ol Henry lieorge's Progress and 
Poverty; by the threatening protests of 
discontent which culminated in the Hay 
market I lot 111 Chicago and the dreams ot 
a happier state which found then most 
dramatic expression in Bellamy's Look- 
ing Backward ["hose were also days of 
( aim examination and . 

friendly and helpful 
lit yc e in his Anieric 111 
.Add to the native iutell 
ual ti a 1 es the gi ow mg 
an nit' r relation of the nations, especially 
a community of interest among Knglisu- 
speaking 1 oiuitries, and we find the cause 
for the adoption ot English social move- 
ments in the absence ol any ntting native 

eftorts. 

The significant social movements 
opportunely appropriated by the younger 
American generation had stood the test 
ot several years' service in England. The 
university extension work undertaken by 
Cambridge University in 1865 had le- 
ceived new impetus anil commanded 
international attention in when it 

was popularized by the new methods and 
increased vigor of Oxford University, 
The first University Settlement, Toynbee 
Hall, was organized in 1884, alter the 
untimely death of Arnold Tovnhee. the 
friend and teacher ol workuigmen. 
Already a number ot progressive men 
and women were applying in American 
1 itu-s the methods of charity organization 
approved bt some years' experience 111 
England. University extension and uni- 
versity settlements afford* d a still better 
outlet toi the higher am I mole democratic 
expression ot fraternity, and 111 1887 and 
the next succeeding tears were given 
spontaneous recognition in the establish- 
ment in New York ol the Neighborhood 
Guild by Stanton Coit; in Chicago, of 
1 lull House by Jane Adams and Ellen 
Gates Starr; and in the inauguration of 
university extension with experimental 
lectures. The number and accessibility 
ot institutions tot higher education in 
Amen 'a made the need for university 
extension among the well-to-do less con- 
spicuous than in Great Britain. 

Alteadythesoci.il settlement. Hill vet - 
sity extension, and scientific charity 
organization hav e been transplanted from 
English to American soil and flourish. 
The school house open day and night, and 
free lectures for the people, are inevitable 
growths from these institutions, and the 
professional beggar and the pauperization 
of the independent are no longer populai, 
tor science lias put the Good Samaritan 
out of business, Every community has 
a constantly increasing number of 
twentieth centuiy minds awake to the 
new impulse toward soc ial reform and 
leconstructiou ill this country, on the 
basis ot pure- democracy and equality. 

The university or social settlement, in 
its most niodest activ ities, is an expres- 
sion ot neighborhood interest, and as 
such has served to bridge that gap re 
terred to by Jacob Riis in How the other 
Half Lives, In the larger civic lite of 
the community also, the growing spirit of 
(rateruitt has enabled it to take a most 
conspicuous part in the development of 
the higher Civic lite. Some of the settle- 
ment-,, notably Hull House 111 Chicago, 
may be called civic centers, because the 

new Civic spirit finds its ripest expression 

in them, and from them permeates not a 
tew of the conventional and fashion ridden 
quarters of the city. Thus the settlement 
has found its place not only 111 the poorer 
wards of the cities m which it is located, 
but in the larger civic life ot the commun- 
ity, 

When w e consider that the many social 
movements of which we have spoken 
took life or new lite at the close of the 
ninth and the beginning of the tenth de- 
cade ot the last century, it is evident that 
these imported English movements 
were the tirst trtuts ot a desire to be of 
greatel soci.il utility than the older native 
lorces seemed to permit. It is not sur- 
prising that many of the subsequent activ- 
ities such as playgrounds, vacation 
schools, public hatllS, compulsory edu- 
cation and factory and health legislation 
should have emanated from the settle- 
ments or should hate been inspired lit 
university extension teaching, While the 
s icial settlements and university exten- 
sion .ten- adopted partly because thev 
were bei g su cessfully toed in England 
and partlx because thoughtful and public- 
spinte 1 young Americans s.m the need 
ot them at home, their success was largely 
due to theii timeliness, 

These are ill results ot the new civic 
spin:, it o,,r present desire fol civic 
beauty does not go below the surface, 
does not make us change social con 
i itioiis, it Will be ail tuss and t, athers. It 
is from adversity, idleness, and discou 
tent til it we get our thorough going re- 
t. Tin s Anything which will bring tne 
people together 111 a common bono has 
its u -e, lor the hearts of the masses must 



be stimulated before much cm be accom- 
plished. 

It soi ial reform comes from below, 
civic progress comes from the top. To it 

are necessary prosperity , leisure and 

culture. What the democrat wished is to 
democratize these three, giving them to 
everyone. At the present time there L 
a growing democratic movement. 
Among the greatest achievements of 
democracy is the conception of the build- 
ing ol the city, which will be accom- 
plished when the American citizen is 
inspired by the New Civic Stunt 

The main idea, now in the asi endant, 
is nol to improve the poor nor the homes 
of the poor, but to improve the cities, the 
home of all. With this physical improve 
meilt will cone aesthetic and spiritual 
improvement, a deeper knowledge ot 
the needs and rights of the masses and a 
democratic sympathy and organization 
whit li will be irresistible.

The whole lecture bore 
the stamp ot much thought and research 
and was enlivened by humor and 
anecdotes.

"As these four party and six party sub- 
scribers voluntarily applied for service, 
and at the tune in 111., king applications 
ha I tiie tales fully expl lined to them, 
there is no reason to believe any misap- 
prehension exists as to their scope and 
effect. It any subscriber to eithei "t these 
classes ot service applied because ot his 
belief that the change would shortly be 
made compulsory, the company w ill re- 
transfer him if he makes application on 
or before November 21, 1910. 

The new service will lie continued to 
all who are satisfied with it, however, and .

It Is a good plan to spray >>r sponge 
the neck and chest with cold water 
after finishing the warm, cleansing 
hath This precaution should always 
ho taken by those who rely solely on 
the warm bath, especially if they 
hat he every day; otherwise undue sus- 
ceptibility to colds may develop. As 
a nil.-, the warm bath should be taken 
in the e\ en I tig. 

Most people who have employed the 
cold shower <>r plunge will testify to 
Its delightful and Invigorating effects, 
hut there is no reason why it should 
be forced upon delicate children or 
feeble adults 

Baths For Babies. 

A daily hath for the young baby Is 
of the utmost Importance. At first the 
temperature of l he w ater should he '.»•! 
decrees r. hut by the end of the tlrst 
month it may be reduced to "0 de- 
crees IV 

When the child reaches eighteen 
months a cold sponge may be given 
Is a finish to the warm bath. 

Delicate children who have not been 
thus trained may be gradually Inured 
to the coiii bath and enjoy its benefits 
If caution is used Tor such children 
the temperature of the water should 
he warm or tepid at lirst and daily re- 
duced until it is obvious that a vigor- 
ous and healthy reaction will not fol- 
low a further reduction 

It is really dangerous, not to say 
cruel, for obstinate nurses or parents 
to force an anaemic child with a poor 
rirenlatloti to take a cold bath from 
which it is physlcnllj Incapable of re- 
ncting 

Very often the i old shower or sponge 
hath is well home if one stands in a 
tub of w arm vv .iter. 

Value of ths Cold Bath. 

The cold buth is a most valuable nerv- 
ous and circulatory stimulant. When 
well borne It Improves the circulation,

Drnyers of toe Cold Bath. 

Persontillj I question t!,.- advisabil- 
ity ot the lee cold plunge a> a daily 
prueti.-t' Tho shook ot this plunge 
is well reacted from hy many, but 
there Is danger In some cases of un- 
due strain upon tin- arteries and Inter- 
nal organs. 

The moderately . old plunge or show 
er fulfills all purposes of health, and it 
is tho part of wisdom to ho moderate 
in this as in all things 

The Ice cold bath is to be nvofded by 
those suffering from heart or kidney 
trouble or rheumatism, but such sub- 
jects may still enjoy a daily tepid 
hath, especially if it i> followed by a 
rigorous rubbing of the skin with a 
coarse towel, \!-<» these subjects may 
harden themselves against colds by 
lightly sponging the neck and chest 
\\ it h cool u ater. 

The host lime for the cold bath Is 
before breakfast, following the bath, 
vigorous rubbing with » coarse towel 
and tl few exercises adapted to the 
strength and endurance of the Individ 
uai are advisable. 

A verj valuable measure in cases 
ot nervous exhaustion and occasion 
ally in oases of insomnia is tin- drip 
sheet hath, employed as follows: 

The patient, stripped, should stand 
In a tuh of warm water. A sheet dip- 
pod in o,,oi or tepid water, the temper- 
ature depending upon the ability of 
the subject to react, Is then wrapped 
around him from head to foot. Brisk 
frietlou of body and limbs Is applied 
by an attendant, and the patient him 
self may rub the front of hi* body. 
Except on the advice of a physician 
such a bath should last but a feu mo- 
ments, and then tin- bather should he 

put to hod 

Bathing In Fevers. 

When typhoid fever, pneumonia or 
Other serious illness exists ihe ques- 
tion of , old bathing must be left to 
the attending physician In a mild 
feverish condition much comfort will 

he afforded the patient by Cool spong- 
ing. Even sponging with tepid water 
Will reduce the temperature and allay 
nervous excitement. The sponge should 
not be "sopping" wet. but only wet 
enough to leave n light Ml in of water 
on the skin 

The nightly hot foot bath is a valu- 
lllle restorative measure, especially in 
Jliddle life and old age. It promotes 
healthful, restful sleep and relaxes and 
refreshes the congested and tired 
brain. 

After taking a hot foot bath the 
bather should go to bed at once and 
compose himself to rest before the ef- 
fects of the bath pass away. No at- 
tempt should be made to Induce a per- 
spiration when the bath is taken for 
its sedative and restorative effects 

The value of a hot foot hath In check- 
ing ii common cold is well known, but

*uch as flaxseed tea, lemonade, etc., 
with a view to inducing a profuse per- 
foration. 

Value of Hydrotherapy. 

The other applications of water, 
massage, etc.. In disease come within 
the province of the attending physi 
clan, and his judgment must be eser 
ctsed in each individual case. We be 
lleve that such remedies are not em 
ployed as frequently us they should 
be The failure to use them results 
Dot from lack of knowledge on the 
part of physicians, but because it i- 
difficult to carrv out such measures in 
the ordinary household without em 
ploying skilled nurses The average 
patient prefers to swallow a few pills 
rather than put himself to any incon- 
venience.

Gentlemen, -Your petition to the Win- 
chester Water and Sewerage Hoard, rt 
ceived October 10th, asks that as indivh 
uals you be granted permits to fish in 
the Winchester w ater supply teservoirs 
"under such rules and regulations as may 
best preserve the purity of the water and 
not injuriously affect the number ot game 
fish with which the reservoirs have been 
stocked by the b >w n " 

Your petition has received the careful 
consideration ot the Hoard in tin- light of 
existing conditions anil, as a result, the 
Boatd is ot opinion that the permits 
oi titioned tor cannot be granted consist- 
ently with the pul he interests of the 

i' iw n. 

Plie Hoard doubts ..s to whether, apatt 
from a very few who may be peculiarly 
enthusiastic over the special advantage 
of fishing in the di inking water supply of 
the town, there is any extended desire by 
the citizens of the town to turn the reser- 
voirs over to such a use. Such a general 
desiie has not been manifest in the past 
and cannot of course be inferred from 
the number ot names on your petition, 
however impressive they may be individ- 
ually. Yet even it it be assumed that tin- 
general sentiment of the town is favorable 
to your petition and that the act of fishng 
in the drinking water supply of the town 
by a few selected fishermen mav not in 
itself be harmful, there are still limita- 
tions to appear later which make it im- 
practicable to -rant vour petition. 

The Hoard considers that its greatest 
ilutv t,, the Town ot Winchester is topte 
serve the puritv ..t its water supply and 
tins duty vour petition recognizes by- ask- 
ing that "permit he granted .... 
under such rules and regulations as m ty 
best preserve the purity : the water.'" 
It would appear to :)•_• r.-.is mable to 
sunte that to tin- attainment ot tins end it 

would lie necessary to hunt tile number 
ot permit, issued and to denv permits to 
thus- who might either through delibe- 
rate and malicious acts or by earning in- 
fectious diseases contaminate the water 
supply. The Boatd does not believe that 
permits could thus be limited. The 



Board has been inf irme l on good 
authority that it could not leny a permit 
merely because the applicant whs not a 
citizen ot W inchester; and the 1 ules ot tin 
State Ho.,rd ot Health governing the 
issue of permits tor h shine in these reser- 
voirs seem to recognize this tact since 
they do not limit the issuance ot permits 
t" Winchester citizens alone. Citizens oi 
other town., therefore, have a right to 
apply tor permits. As vou may know, 
the whole ot the south and a part ot the 
middle reservoit lus in Medford, tin- 
larger part ot the nnddh- and about one- 
half of the north reservoii lies in Stone- 
ham. Very few portions ol any ol the 
reservoirs an- m Winchestet. Tke in 
habitants" ot Medford and Stoneham in 
parti, ular might di maud with considi ra 
bh- plausibility tiiat 'hey be* given tonal 
consideration with the citizens ot Win- 
chester. It would be absolutely impos- 
sible for the police ot the Tow u of W in 
Chester to make any interference with 
anybody fishing in that portion ot the 
reservoirs lying outside of the Town ot 
Winchester and the only effective patrol 

that Could be made would have to be 
made as at present. It is, therelore. clear 
that even 11 it had the lights, youi Hoard 
could not practically discriminate be- 
tween citizens of this and those ot other 
municipalities in its issuance ot permits 
It the Hoard could not properly disi rim- 
mate against 1 itizens ot oth< r municipal- 
ities, it believes still more strongly that it 
could not in tairness discriminate betwei n 
citizens of Winchester. A citizen of the 
town would display siderable assur- 
ance who should presume to fomitllate a 
test by win. h ins fellow ■ itizens might 01 
might not he admitted to the mivilege ot 
fishing. The Hoard is not willing to 
attempt such discrimination nor does it 
consider that in the case ot two equally 
worthy citizens applving tor permits it 
would li.- justified in granting to on.- and 
denying to another, nor that the town 
would long tolerate such discrimination. 

It is thus 1 lear that 11 perm. is an- issii,-,] 
they must be issued to any one who ap- 
plies an.) in su. h numbers as would 
create an imminent danger ot contamina- 
tion of file town water supply. 

The necessity of preserving the purity 
of the town's water supply is obvious to 
all. The health ot the community de- 
pends upon such putity. The affliction 
ot contaminated water tests heaviest up- 
on tlw pooi er classes of the community 
w ho are less able to ptotect themselves 
from the dangers of impure water ami to 
bear the expense ot sickness caused 
.hereby. It would sc-m to lie prudent, 
therefore, to err. it it is an error. 011 the 
side ot ovei caution in the matter ,,t pi,, 
tection, partii ularly when, as in tins case, 
no substantial benefits are being denied. 
The town voted at a meeting held March 
•S, 1909, that no fishing should be allowed 
in these reservoirs. The Board believes 
that this vote is ni harmony w ith sound 
policy. For these and other considera- 
tions the Hoard does not feel justified in 
granting the permits asked tor by vou 
David N. Sk.llmgs.'

A renewal ot ..Id acquaintance with 

some of the School officials ol Chicago 

U-d rec ently to an invitation to visit one of 
the citv's best Highschools Theprinci- 

pal object ot tile visit was to witness the 

operation ot plans t >r furnishing the 
pupils with a mid-day luncheon. The 

number of pupils 111 the school exceeds 

sixteen hundred, divided about equally 
between bovs and girls. Three buildings 
located on three sides ot a square, but all 
c< innecteii, furnish ample accommodations 
for the school. The principal of the 
school has held ins office nearly twenty 
years, if I remembt r correctly, and is still 
a growing man, and a power not only 111 
his school, lut m the community from 
which Ins pupils are draw n 

Of the sixteen hundred pupils in this 
High school, about six hundred are fin- 
lushed with luncheons in the school build- 
ing. The iem.ini.lei brm.; th. it luncheons 

trotn home, go without, or live so near 
the school building that they hav e time to 
go home during the hali bour's intermis- 
sion. I understand that the cooked food 
is prepared in the school building, 
under the direction ot .1 committee ot 
ladies appointed by a local club, similar 
P. The Forfiightly Club in this town. 
The dining room is large, e.isilv ... 
cotumodatltlg from ; to 350 pupils, 
furnished with a countei tor the display 
of food, and tables where all cm be 
comfortably seated in groups ot ten ..r 
twelve. The counter, perhaps a hundred 
feet o: m.ue in length, was covered com 
pletely w ith a great variety ot most appe- 
tizing food. ...Id meat, including beef, 
lamb, chii ken, baked beans, hi. .,,! ot 
various kinds, salads, apples, grapes, etc. 
also milk . coffee and ci icoa. 

The priucip d ot the si In .0! invited the 
district superintendent and mvself to fol 
low the crowd ot pupils into the dining 
room. I joined the 1 rowd 111 older to 
see what kind of boys and <irls made up 
the membership of a Chicago High 
school. The stairways were somewhat 
crowded, and tiv- pupils, boys and girls 
chatted pleasantly as they passed into the 
dining room. A large pile of plates stood 
near the entrance of the room, from 
which one was taken by each pupil in the 
line. This line (tor the crowd became 
a line as soon as each pupil had secured 
his plate) tiled down the room in trout of 
the counter containing the food, and 
selected, as he passed along such articles 
as he wished. The counter, and a gen 
erous space in ftont of it, was separated 
from the rest of the room by a railing or 
partition, thus compelling the pupils to 
follow the length ot the counter before 
they could find entrance to the tables 
within. All in the lun- finally passed 
through a gate at w hich was stationed one 
of the ladies m charge who glanced at 
each plat--, and v;ave to each of us a small 
click indicating the cost ot th.- tood 
win. li we had selected from the counter. 
Mine was twenty-two cents, somewhat 
more 1 suspect, than the average as 1 
was experimenting, and had taken more 
than I needed from the- attractive "lay- 
out." 

The pupils grouped themselves about 
the tables, belugas free to select their 

own groups as they wet e to select their 
food trotn the counters. The teachers ot 
the school naturally grav itate,] to one 
table, around which we seemingly had 
a- merry a lime as the pupils about their 
o'.v II tables. 

I am verv sure that no tea. her had 
charge ot the pupils while in tin- hue. 
sele. tlllg their t I, or at tiie tables din- 
ing the luncheon hour, There wis 1.0 
noise or contusion that interlerred with 
our conversation at the teachers' table, 
nor do I think that we interferied with 
tin pupils' comfort though I listened to 
sum-- vetv good stories and bright 
wittii isms. 

Passing on. w.- came to the cashier's 
booth, win-re we paid our checks, and 
a tew minutes later all was quiet through 
out the building. 

While I was deeply interested in the 
admirable arrangements tor the noon 
luncllton, I was more deeply impressed 
by the manly and womanly .h p. irtment of 
tiie pupils. There was absolutely no loud, 
disturbing talk, no boorish conversation 
no crowding, hustling, unmannerly con 
dtlCt 011 the part ot pupils, and ot course, 
no hideous yells, cat calls, or other un 
j seemlv behavoir, loir this most admir- 
able condition, I gave tub credit to the 
; lady managers, and to the Prim ipal ot the 
j school. Hoys and girls are much the 
same throughout the country,

Structure of the Skin.

To maintain a healthy action "f the 
skin the dally bath is Important. Mil- 
lions uf people seem ti> get along fair- 
ly well without bathing, bin millions 
of people have died before their time 
In conseijuence of neglecting such hy- 
glenlc measures as are now known to 
promote good health and resistance to 
disease. 

A dally cold hath should be taken 
by all who can react from the shock 
without feeling "shivery" and '-hilled. 

For the more delicate a daily tepid 
bath, with light sponging or spraying 
of neck anil ' host with cool wnter, will 
assist in maintaining a proper tone to 
the circulation "f the skin and fortify 
ngnlnsl colds, bronchitis, pneumonia 
and tuberculosis. 

Importance of Cleansing Scalp. 

A creat deal of time ami money are 
wasted In trying to make hair grow In 
poor soil. Ii is a curious but Illumi- 
nating fact that it It Is quite as diili- 
cult t.i destroy superfluous hair as it 
|s t,> Induce hair to grow where il is 
desired. These facts are readily ac- 
counted for when we consider that the 
papillae, upon which the growth of 
hair depend-, are le.-ated deeply in the 
layers of the true skin, where neither 
hair tonics uor hair destroyers can 
reach them.

what is wasbed away. In fact, by 
clearing away the dead cells and 
cleansing the orifices of the glands the 
oil supply may be increased. In old 
cases of dandruff the head should be 



thampooed several times a week until 
the scalp is restored to n healthier 
condition, and then twice a month will 
usually suffice. 

The hair should be briskly brushed 
twice a day. This will cleanse it and 
promote a healthy i-ireuiatiou. The 
scalp should also be kneaded and mas- 
saged with the finger tips, slightly 
pinched and pulled away from the un- 
derlying skull. This is especially nec- 
essary where the hair lacks vigor and 
the scalp is tightly bound to the skull. 
It is a question whether electric mas- 
sage, vtbratl uussajre, etc., have any 

advantages over ordinary methods. Vi- 
bration massage in particular should 
be used v\ ith caution 

In some case- dandruff is so exces- 
sive as t.. constitute an active disease, 
accompanied by Inflammation In such 
eases medical attention is necessary, 
and experiments should noi lie made. 

The seaip. like other portions "f the 
body, '-an bo Kept iii a healthy condi- 
tion by proper attention to bathing, 
sleep, exercise, diet, etc . and nil these 
things should be tried In preference 
to soaking one's head v\ it !; high priced, 
highly perfumed stuff oul of fancy Pot- 
tles. 

Anything that Improves the nutrition 
of the scalp tends to prevent gray hair. 
Many theories have been advanced as 
to the cause of gray hair, but no cure 
has yet been discovered. Black hair 
dyes may contnln lead and cause se- 
rious poisoning. Great caution should 
be exercised in using dye-

Equality and Fraternity, " At the dawn 
oi the twentieth century there seems to 
be a relaxation oj 1 lemocrati enthusiasm, 
due perhaps, to a recognition that the 
French philosophers and the American 
pat' iots had been toi 1 sweeping in their 
democratic demands and aspirations. 
Yet the obligation is upon us to prepare 
our iiiture citizens tor life in a democracy, 
anil the demand is therefore urgent to 
define democracy m realizable terms. 
The progress ol education has given us a 
threefold educational ideal: education for 
occupation, for citizenship and tor man- 
hood. May we not unite this ideal w ith 
the democratic trinity, and demand as 
a rational goal, liberty for the worker, 
equality tor the citizen and fraternity tor 
man'-' We find, indeed, that industrial 
and educational progress is paving the 
way tor the realization ot this limited 
demociatic conception, which may. how 
ever, prove to be fuller democracy than 
the previous un ittninahle ideal. 

The nineteenth century has given us 
industrial, political and moral conditions 
which facilitate the realization of this 
qualihed democracy. The economic 
charges have been expressed in an in- 
dustrial and a democratic revolution. 
The industrial revolution has substituted 
machinery for handwork, has introduced 
the division of labo* has pro\ ided a place 
for women and children, as well as men. 
in the huge factories which supplant tbe 
old-fashioned workshop, w hile the princi- 
ples of organization, bringing masses of 
people together tor ec< onomic advantage, 
have led to the growth ol the modern 
city. Tins wo"id necessitate chanced 
methods of ' dm ation were the influence 
of the domestic revolution absent, hut the 
latter has been equally significant in 
altering the educational opportunities 
outside the school. The I ih >r saving 
devices used in the household, tin- satis- 
laction ot many wants through communal 
efforts, and the geneial diffusion .11111111- 
urban populations of the news ol the 
world, giving this a siipertici.il literary 
training all conduce to the sending of the 
boy to school without that training of 
baud and eve which would have been 
secured under the primitive domestic 
conditii nis. 

We may ask ourselves, then, how may 
tbe results ot the nineteenth century's 
industrial political and social advances 
be utilized in the school 'or the extension 
of the worker's liberty. One result of the 
exaltation of industry was the appiecia- 
tionotthevalueofmanu.il training, not 
only for industrial but tor educational 
purposes. It the training of the hand and 
eve is essential to economic titness, it 
must involve a better development ol all 
tbe faculties and hence we have pure 
pedagogic merit. When we comprehend 
the value ot the discipline which conies 
from the mechanic arts, then we began to 
see that, as it i> an .nd to cultuie, «o it 
ma . contribue to that chief necessity of 
the worker ot today - the power of adapt- 
ability. The manual worker of the 
twentieth century enjoys a heritage from 
the past in the lorm of liberty to search 
for work, but liberty in Ins occupation is 
almost unknow n. The elaborate organi- 
zation ot modern industry and tbe high 
sub-division ot labor make the individual 
worker insignificant, while the changes 
are so ramd that even the must -killed 
may sulfer without a general education 
which permits them toaccomodate them 
selves to industrial changes Tbe in. in ot 
executive capacity passes w ith ease nu n 
one occupation to another, but the 
manual worker in perfecting his know- 
ledge ol a tiade often pays the penalty 
vit lo-iug ins job— -because the introduc 
tioii ot s line mechanical device mav 

Slipptant his special skill. He needs. 

therefore, in self-defence, above all else 
the capacity for adapting himself tu new 
industrial situations. 

The preparation ot the citi/in tor ins 
special function ot government will be 



j aided by 1 v - ry improvement in educ.i- 
I tion. but is being immediately assisted ! v 
j -oine ol our newer edltK ation d methods 
i Citizenship is not to be attained Ivy men 
attention tu the ballot; equality is cut 
secured by gaining the franchise; but 
I equality in 1 itizenship mav be taken as a 
substitute tor that nilier equality 
I ot ripei civilization, if 1 itizenship 
I is interpreted in its broadest sense. 
Citizenship is learned from expe- 
tience not from books. One can be a 
citizen onlv by participation, and that 
not merely in the annual casting ot the 
balli >t. but in daily . itizenship. 

A soi iety of workingmen ha\ e no voice 
in 1ndustr1.il manag»ment, the rank'and 
hie frequently being without influence 
<ven 111 their own labor organizations, 
where the majority of tf lose w ho furnish 
the capital toi iiulii.stii.il undet takings do 
not share in their administration, where 
the members ot the church acquiesce in 
clerical dominion and the children in the 
School live under Ihe tyranny "f tin- 
teacher, is nut likelv I, . exi 1 I in the m tu- 
ngement of political aftairs. Self-govern 
nient in the s. hool is tbe best avenue tu 
citizenship. A system by which™ the 
children maintain then own discipline 
and look after the external affairs of the 
school hte is the best means as yet ,!.•■ 
v ised tar the training 1 't the nit 11 re citizen. 
It must not be a m.-re ,'u lication of the 
lorms of citv government, which may 
have in, special application in the school- 
room, but an organic treatment ol the 
school problems. 

Equality in citizenship alon« may be 
counted a faulty ideal us compared with 
the tin , mis ut our loretathers, but ii 't be 
realized, it w ill lie vastly more than we 
enjoy today, and will bethe precursor of 
a fuller equality. 

There remains tu !>»■ considered the 
education of manhood and womanhood, 
or tor fraternity. Tin- well-equipped 
school house ot iu.1. iv is the best promise 
lor the fraternal spun 1 it tin- luture, The 
typical school building ■>! the new period 
un hides .1 great assembly hall, the lu st 
examples ol which ma\ be found in New 
Vork ('itv. accessible en the ground 
lloor, so that the children mav uatln-r 
then- ,it tin- opening " ; school, the 
pircnts' club or boys' ot girls' club may 
un ci there in the afu-rnoon, and the 
open l.i tuns mav In- given therein thi 
evening. For the education ot the 
children the schoohouse is prov ided with 
classrooms mot for the separation and 
confinement ot the children, but tu 
stimulate activity and co-operation,), 
laboratories, libraries, ,,i d museums, 
toilet rooms, rooms for rest and recrea 
tion, gymnasia and lunch rooms The 
building is made beautiful bv landscape 
architect and decorator, the latest exam- 
ples from St, LoillS belli- two or three 
story buildincs set un ground lerraced 
above the street, surrounded by beauti- 
ful plants, and ornamented within by 
pictures, sculpture, vases, and mural 
decoration. The school house becomes 
thus the center JJfor the instruction, recre. 
ation, and organization ot young and old, 
and it has added to it-- material equip- 
ment spacious grounds tor purposes of 
recreation atter school hours and on holi- 
days, as well as during the school ses- 
sion-. 

The spiiit ot fraternity cm nowhere be 
better cultivated than when people 1 ome 
together tor a common purpose, without 
retard to political, religious, economic, 
social or other distinctions. This is ac- 
complished today when public library 
buildings are used as meeting-places, and 
above all else in the schoolliouse lor free 
lectures, m.-etiiigs of mothers' and 
parents' clubs, or as social centers. The 
value of education in the lormation ut 
character w ill be better appreciated by a 
population which is in the habit ut visit- 
ing the schoolliouse, but fraternity will 
also tie directly encouraged among thuse 
people who meet in this one place in 
which tht re should be. and commonly 

will be, no barricis. The Schoolliouse 

may. m lact, become a neighborhood 
guild hall. 

Another educational advance uf tie- 
last decade which stimulates the spirt ot 
fraternity is the development of public 
recieation, The provision ol public 
recreation is nut only a recognition ol the 
educational'-pid hygienic value ut play 
but is an expression ut social responsi- 
bility, The most advanced step ill tbe 
provision of recreation is found in 
Chicago, where the sixt. en small parks 
include in-doot and out-door gymnasiums 

and baths, play, spin e t. ,r young and old, 

and ii neighborhood center building foi 
public meetings .and entertainments. 
There mav seem tube only a reunite con- 
nection between public t'.iths. children's 
playgrounds and parks and the growth of 
fraternity, but with ihe multinli ation ot 
common meeting-places, especially in 
those hours ot leisure when economic dis- 
tinctions are deliberated, there comes a 
freedom of opportunity lor genuine 
human intercourse and mutual under- 
standing w hich has not lieen pruv ided in 
the past by other ins itutions, 

The educational progress ot the last 
decade has been in the direction ot ad 
vancing the interests ot an ideal which 
shall give to American youth a better 
prepai ation for occupation, citizenship 
and manhood, Undei proper direction, 
witii a conscious aim, the ideal may be at 
the same time attained by a proper de 
mocracy w inch shall mean liberty for the 
worker in production, -equality fur the 
citizen in government, am! fraternity fur 
man and woman 111 association.

Keep the Mind Busy. 

But are these good hot weather prob- 
lems? Isn't the latest "best seller" 
a more appropriate subject for the 
"dog days''" Not necessarily. Any- 
thing that will really make you think 
in hot weather and keep the mind 
from dwelling on a misfortune which 
cannot be helped and which comes 
regularly every season is of value in 
preventing the physical ills due to 
high temperature. Burring babies and 
those who are unfortunate enough to 

be compelled t'> overexert themselves 
physically In the broiling heat, most 
of the illness and physical depression 
that afflict people during the heated 
term are due to vapid mind wandering 
and to drink. 

People who have something worth 
while to think about are not wasting 

| much time in abusing the weather. 

] This does not meat) that It is wise to 
work at high pressure, either physical- 

i ly or mentally, during the extreme hot 
-pells, oti the contrary, there should 
be a slowing down of exertion and an 
avoidance of excitement. But occupa- 
tion will lighten the mental strain and 
depression which are such Important 
factors in causing heat prostration. 

Evil Influence of Drink. 

I hesitate to state that alcohol taken 
freely lowers the body temperature 
lest some one seize this as an excuse 
for drinking In the heated term It is 
true, however, that alcohol reduces the 
body temperature and is therefore a 
dangerous drink In cold weather. But 

it do.-s not follow that alcohol Is indi- 
cated in hot weather. All obol is an 
anaesthetic and depressant, lessening 
the 1., dlly resistance to disease and so 
affectiug the nervous system that it Is 
peculiarly vulnerable to heat strokes 
er thermic fever as well as to grip, 
pneumonia and other cold weather 
maladies 

During tlie heated term it Is "is,, to 
keep out of annoying conferences and 
tlisputes. Heal induces a peculiarly 
sensitive and irritable condition, which 
Is aptly deacrilied by the phrase "car- 
ry in-- a chip on one's shoulder." 

D-es?mg For the Weather.

wearer unduly dependent on such gar- 
ments. Furthermore, during mod. rate 
weather heavy furs are a burden and 
Induce fatigue and depression. Com- 
mon sens,, should he exercised in such 
mutters and due allowance made for 
Individual peculiarities of constitution. 
(•Id people and invalids may require 
extra protection against '-old. but the 
average Individual should endeavor to 
become adapted to the wearing of 
medium weight clothing for ordinary 
winter weather and take extra precau- 
tions when •'blizzard" weather Is to be 
faced. 

Bathing and the Weather. 

The daily morning shower or plunge 
will brace the nervous system for the 
ordeal ,.f a hoi day: likewise it will 
give poise to the circulation and de- 
velop n resistance to cold w eather perils 
of grip, bronchitis, etc A tepid bath In 
the evening will often prove refreshing 
and soothing. A cold bath at night 
may prove exciting rather than cool- 
ing a ml rest fnl. 

Children should not i„> allowed to 
paddle around In the water with heads 
exposed to the sun. A sea dip is good 
for them, bul they should not be per- 
mitted to play around the water un 
less their tender little brains are well 
protected from the sun's rays. Tool 
feet ami hot head make a bad combina- 
tion. 

Restful Sleep Necessary. 

Restful sleep is very necessary to re- 
store the nervous system exhausted by 
prolonged hot weather. I. ate suppers 
and indiscretions in eating and drink- 
ing are often responsible for disturbed 
sleep. Tare in this regard is especially 
necessary when the beat and humidity 
are extreme. 

A tepid bath before retiring will 
often prove efficient in promoting rest- 
ful sleep 

Diet and the Weather. 

It is not wise to starve oneself in 
hot weather. But there Is little risk 
of this happening in prosperous Amer- 
ica. The fact that the i>oor of India 
are starved for fats and proteids is no 
proof that any considerable number 

of | pie in this country are underfed. 

un the contrary, the average Ameri- 
can family probably eats too much 
most of the time and especially during 
the heated term. 

If much exercise is taken a fairly 
generous diet will be required to su|>- 
ply energy and repair tissue waste. If 
a pretty quiet physical existence is led 
a light diet is the rational course. 
Green vegetables should have the 
preference over meat. Milk is not a 
goo,] hot weather food for an adult 
and should he withdrawn from the 
child or infant at the tirst Blgn of 
bowel trouble, Soda fountain drinks 
arc better than beer or gin tizzes. but 
water is the best thirst quencher. 

In the .old weather the proportion 
of fats and starches, which are beat 
ami energy producers, may be in 
creased. Milk is a more valuable food 
In cold weather than in hot weather 
and is less likely to be contaminated 
by germs in winter season. It is not 
an Ideal food for the average adult, 
however, w ho should be able to secure 
BUfficient fat from the elements of a 
mixed diet. It should be borne In 
mind that there is a close relationship 
between constipation and intestinal 
toxemia and susceptibility to colds 
Congestion of the nasal passages 
seems to he directly caused in many 
cases by the so called "bilious" state. 
This is simply a toxic condition due to 
overeating or faulty eating. Rich. 
Indigestible foods, and especially after 
theater suppers, are frequently respon- 
sible for attacks of grip and other win 
ter troubles. 

As I have stated, alcohol Is not a real 
food at any time, and in the winter 
time it distinctly lowers the resistance 
to such diseases as pneumonia, con 
sumption, bronchitis, etc. 

The Ice Water Habit. 

Ice water is not only harmful in 
checking digestion and dilating the 
stomach, but ice often contains germs 
or their spores, w hich when taken into 
the system rapidly multiply. Ice 
should never he placed directly in 
drinking water.

It 
conies from a desire to be emphatic, a 
wish to accentuate even the commonest 
statements of ordinary conversation. It 
is a token of thoughtless, selfish egotism, 1 
It corrodes the moral nature and makes 

men indifferent to the higher, finer, up- ] 
Utting influences of lite.* 

The average profane man, the user of 
irreverent expressions, carefully guards 
his speech when in refined associations. 
He is not inseparably addicted to the 
habit. It is something that he can put 
aside at w ill. So it is not merely a case 
o: speaking without thmk'ng, tor it it 
were so, the profane man would be pro- 
fane in all companies, and that is not the 
case save in rate instance. True gentility 
requires that a man should speak with the 
same regard for the decencies of lite mall 
places and atali times. Foul expiessious 
ate as harmful to the one vv ho utters them 
in a bar loom as in a parlor. The vile 
iv.ith or objurgation, the reallj meaning 
less but foul -sounding expletive, always 
reacts upon the one who utters it. It may 
not offend the cars of the heart rs, bul it 
harms the speaker. 

A practical reform in this direction 
might be wrought if those w ho have re- 
gard tor the sacred names ami who abhor 
vileuess ol speech should tak>- it upon 
themselves at all tunes and m all places 
to make known their disapproval, They 
need not go through th n world in a bel- 
ligerent spirit ut reproof. There are 
effective nays "t signifying a rebuke 
without quatreling. The hundreds who 
are today marching should espouse tin- 
cause, not merelv to protect the holy 
name from profane use, but tu protest 
against all other forms ut vicious speech.

O'l its 
edges men with guns, nets, 1 lubs and 
torches slaughtered the roosting birds, 
each often bagging 500 in une day. When 
the wholesale but. hers could carry away 
no more, they let loose droves ol hogs 
to fatten on what was left.

It consists of the burning of the de- 
ceased's hut. his barn and all personal

But the average 
man wishes to he made over nt once, 
Any process involving time, patience 
ami effort is repuguanl unless it is 
given a fancy name and has some 

mysterj thrown around it. and then 
what marvelous results - while the fad 
lasts: 

There Is a great difference between 
exercising for health and exercising 
for muscular development. They ure 
not necessarily Identical pro. esses. 
The Vast, bulging muscles of the ath- 
lete maj be a real burden, calling for 
large supplies of blood and nutriment 
and not contributing to harmony of 
movement or balance of function. 

Overdevelopment spells ultimate de- 
generation, just as disuse spells atro- 
phy and decay, 

The object we should keep in view, 
therefore, Is moderate and sufficient 
exercise of the entire muscular sys- 
tem. 

Effects of Exercis*. 

Tlie circulation and respiration are 
rhlelly affected during exercise and 
muscular work. There Is an increased 
nbaorptl f oxygen, an increased ex- 
cretion of carbon dioxide and water 
In other words, combust lou proceeds 
more actlvelj hi the body, and mere 
fuel, in the form of fat or starches or 
pruteids, i-- required. All of which 
^,.es to s:-,,,u that, whatever man's 
mind or soul may be, his body IS a sort 
of enifitte which can no mere carry on

the weight of the body in kilograms Is 
multiplied by tbe distance walked.

150.000 kilo-ram meters is considered 
the normal average amount of w..r;; or 
exercise required In health. 

Best Time For Exercise. 

The ideal time f,,r exercise is mid- 
way between meals, but few people can 
arrange to take it at such times. Be- 
fore breakfast is a suitable time for 
most people, especially if t lo- exercise 
is followed by a cold hath and I. risk 
rubbing. 

gome people cannot exercise before 
breakfast without feeling unduly fa- 
tigued, the exhaustion often lasting 
throughout the day. Before retiring 
i.s a safer time for such people unless 
they can arrange for forenoon ..r after- 
noon work. 

N'ervous subjects with an excitable 
Circulation should not, as a rule, exer- 
cise before retiring. 

Exercise should never be taken just 
after a meal, and no exercise just 
[trior to eating should be so severe as 
to cause great fatigue. In elthi r ease 
the digestive functions nre Impaired, 
and all benefits may be neutralized. 
Forms of Exercise. 

Exercise should be graded according 

to USe and conditio!). When there is 

actual disease medical advice must be 
sought and followed or Injudicious ex- 
ercise may prove extremely harmful. 

In prescribing exercise a good sys- 
tem is that of Dr. Dudley Sargent of 
Harvard In this system the various 
movements have been Kiven deserip 
live names to fa ilitate memorizing 
them. 

The following is a brief outline of 
the several exercises 

first.- Adoration Standing with 
feet together and hands raised before 
the forehead, as in praying, throw the 
hands and forearms backward until 
the arms are on a level with the sbotil 
dors and forearms directed upward al 
right nngles with arms Hepeat twen- 
ty to eighty t lines. 

Second Tree swaying. Slauil with 
feet together and arms thrust straight 
upward, but not rigid. Sway the up- 
per part of the body from side to side. 

Third.— Striking an anvil. stand 
with feet twenty air Inches apart, 
arms straight out sideways, face turn- 
ed to left, Keeping the arms rigidly 
straight, swing the right hand over the 
head and down on to the left hand 
with a slap. Swills the right arm 
downward and back to original posi 
tioii. Reverse the movement, face 
turned to rif;ht. 

Fourth.— Swimming, breast stroke. 
Stand with feet twenty four inches 
apart, left foot forward, weight rest- 
ing on right leg. arms at right angles, 
held close to the side. Thrust anus 
•orwnrd, bend body forward and throw 
weight on left leg. bending «t the 
knee. Sweep arms outward and back- 
ward to original position, Imitating a 
swimming stroke. 

Fifth.— Roxer's guard. Stand with 
feet twenty four Inches apart, ri^ht 
foot forward, weight on left leg. left 
arm bent and guarding neck, rieht arm 
straight downward and backward. 
Tress forward, throwing weight on 
riuhf leg, and bring right arm up to 
guard the neck while thrusting the left 
arm downward and backward. He- 
peat the move, springing from one foot 
to the other 

Sixth. Chicken wings. Stand with 
feet together and thumbs In armpits 
liaise both elbows while raising left 
knee to the waist. Return to lirst po- 
sition and repeat, raising opposite 
knee. Keep up the movements niter 
nntely, 

Seventh.— Signal station. Stand erect, 
with heels together, bands on hips. 
Thrust the rlidit arm straight upward 
while lifting the left leg outward and 
upward, rigidly extended. Lower the 
limbs and repent on other side. 

Eighth.- Rowing. Stand facing the 
right, feet twenty-four Inches apart, 
right leg forward, arms at right nngles 
and dose to sides. Bend forward, 
weight on right leg, with anus extend 
ed, until lingers touch the floor twelve 
inches In advance of ritrht foot. Ue 
turn briskly to lirst position as though 
pulling on oar Repeat, fa. itm' left. 

N'lnth.— Restoration. Stand wit It feet 
together, face downward, back of 
hands touching. Bring bands upward, 
separating as they pass the face. Then 
describe a . Ir. le downward anil out 
ward back to first position. Repea*. 
Begin to inhale deeply as tbe arms are 
raised, slowly exhaling as the anus 
descend 

These movements should be perform- 
ed from twenty to eighty times tit a 
rate per minute that Is not unduly 
fatiguing, Many simple movements 
of a similar character will prove effec- 
tive If regularly and systematically 
carried out 

It is Important to employ exercises 
that bring Into play the abdominal and 
chest muscles, which encourages deep 
breathing and prevents the accumula- 
tion of fat around the abdomen. 

Tree swaying, striking the anvil, 
chicken wim-s and signal station are 
especially good exercises for women 
and elderly people who are excessive 
ly fleshy, 

Dangers c' Excessive Flesh, 

Superfllli us fat is not only a burden, 
but it Interferes with the normal fnuc- 
lions of the body. It may he caused 
by too mil h food and too Uttle exer- 
cise or merely a lack of exen ise In 
nne vv ith a family tendency to flesh.

N i city outside ol 
Pennsylvania is as corrupt as the rural 
distri. ts of that st it,- or Delaw are or 
Rhode Island, and the corruption ol 
Pennsylvania cities is the product ol state 
politics. I > potable as is the condition 
of many cities imperii et as is the govern- 
ment of the best cities, the record of 
recent progress is a proud one. anil com- 
pels the belief mat the cities will be re 
deemed. The chief continuation ol this 
mines irom the imperative demand tor 
municipal reform, in vie« ol the progress 
in the making of the 1 ity. 

The conception of city making is a 
newer one than 1 ial ol municipal re- 
form. While the city 1 aiinot be properly 
made without a clean, an efficient govern- 
ment, the proctss of mtiking it continues 
in spite of political imperfection. There is 
not always a clear ideal of the conipleti .1 
city to uive to ihe builders, and many of 
the processes will have to be repeated; 
but as success is ai hieved 111 exi 1 tiling 
details, the com eptioii w ill 1 e Ion e > 1 
upon the citizen that nothing 1 ul a 
complete ideal lor the construi turn or 
rei onstrui tion ot the whole 1 itv will 
satisfy. 'The first thing to be done in any 
i ommtmit) is the next thing whii Ii 1 an be 
clone, bin we ate -r.ehiallv learning that

sleep, A great deal >>t the injury to I 
health from Insomnia Is cauaed by the 
attendant worrlment and fear that the , 
condition will lafcome i hronlc and that 
tbe lost sleep lms prialuced some grave j 
Injury to health. 

As a matter of fa< t. most cases of 
Insomnia are readily curable if tbe 
patient's co-operation can be secured. 
In cases of udld Insomnia, where the 
trouble is not of loug standing and Is 
due to worry, overwork or nerve strain 
of gome kind, very simple remedies 
will often suffice, and it is at this stage 
that a determined effort should be 
made to ehei U the growing habit. 

In the tirst (dace, have faith In your 
ability to ehe< k the tendency, lie- 
solve that you will riot carry your 
cares to bed with you and especially 
avoid harassing problems Immediately 
before retiring. Do your hard think- 
ing In the morning hours.

Th'.- tin.il lecture in the i ourseon Civit s 
by Prof. Zucblin « is given on Wednes 
day morning, Tlie subject was" Tiie 
Administration of the Cit} " and it was 
presented in the same < lear, forceful 
and convincing style as the preceding 
lectures. 

In the course of (Ik- talk notable ex 
smples, not widely known, i>i peculiar 
methods used in administering corrupt 
government were Riven. References 
wen- made t.» mi Ii administrations .1-. 
that of "('.olden-rule |ones" Mayor of 
Toledo who was fiist elected i" office 
by tlii- republii an party an I later bj 
the independents and who died in 
office in his fi lurth lei m. 

Prof, /'i' hi in tmallv outlined .1 form of 
governnn nl l»> .1 ■ ouncil of live 01 more 
members who should be assigned to 
special departments .>t public affairs and 
be advised by the people .1 - to the con 
duct of such matters. This was so sim- 
ple, direct and with .ill so piai tic 1 that i' 
seems strange indeed that it is confined 
to a few cities as yet- notably Gilveston 
and I >es Moines. 

That the people ol VVinchestei have 
appreciated the rare opportunity which 
this course nl lectures his offered has 
been shown by the audieui es which have 
taxed the capacity of the small I'own 
Hall not withstanding the fact that the\ 
have occum ■ ! in tlie morning during the 
busy holiday season. At the conclusion 
of the lei iur<- .1 rising vote of thanks was 
extended to the spe iker Prof, Ztieblin 
will lecture before the l-'ortuightly Club 
members on the 8th ul M ,\ 011 "William 
Morris." An abstract ol the lectuie is 
given below . 



Abstract of lei lure on " l'he Administra- 
tion of the City," by. Mi Charles Zuehlin. 

The hope of \nie* can politics lies in 
the evolution ol municipal government. 
The ripid increase ol uibail population 
was not anticipated by the tanners "t the 
American constituti m, There has i on 
sequent I v been .1 constant experimenta- 
tion in charter making, with predomi- 
nately futile results. In course 01 time, 
however, th«' simple principle has 
emerged that 1 1 1 - - charter should be 
adapted to the linn tions ol the city. 

The hrst consequence ol establishing 
the government of a new country on die 
principle ot .1 new constitution which 
made no provision for th" administration 
of cities, was that the constant <i dit) >•! 
citizenship expressed i tacit in a chaos ol 
charters. Whenever a municipal 
government has proved ineffective, enthu- 
siastic municipal reformers have began 
tinkering with the chatter without any, 
well devised political philosophy, and 
without trying to make the existing 
charter more effective. I 'he original plan 
of municipal governmi nt, borrowed from 
the mother count! v was the simple one 
of a council, .1 central, representative, 
all powerful body, 11 in 111 umbered by any 
checks or vetoes, mi. h us make national 
and state governments ineffectual. 

This council, called "selectmen"— or 
by some nth. 1 designation in different 
parts ol the country retainetl its integrity 
only a little while, when its service proved 
unsatisfactory The Inst modification 
suggested was the addition of a mayor, 
with minor executive (unctions, but with 
the power of veto over legislation. 
There was thus introduced what was re 
garded as .1 corrective force tor the im- 
pulsiveness or inadequacy of the council- 
man, but it proved to he the first of the 
destructive forces, making city govern 
ment increasing!} ineffectual. 

The private corp iration never sleeps; 
t ie public generally iloes. Even when 
the officials are honest .1 not too com 
mon situation- the legal tali nt of a pri 
vate business is necessarily alert in its 
defense. I he sluggish people are amused 
once Or twice a year to halting action, 
though public officials are otten much less 
competent than the officers ol the private 
company. In consequence, these public 
officials have beconi* susceptible to the 
influence of the stronger economic inter- 
ests, the people have bft n indifferent, 
and the custom has grown of employing 
improper methods to secure spe. tal i>riw 
leges. 

There arc three classes of citizens that 
are responsible lor the 111. inner in which 
the government of a city is conducted. 
Thev are the business men (including 
lawyers ). the clerg\ and the editors. 
Those citizens generally tail in the accom- 
plishment ot their civic duties through fear 
ol business 'consequences. They have 
not the courage to do what thev know is 
light. The buuness men are aftaid ol 
the interests in whit h their financial suc- 
cess is concerned The clergy .ne afraid 
of Offending their influential parishioners, 
and the editois .ih afraid of then adver 
tisers. 

It is less than fifteen years since the 
hrst effoit was made to bring together 
some 01 those interested ill unproved 
municipal conditions for the organization 
ot a national snnety devoted to the en- 
couragement otmuiiicip.il reform. From 
the date ot the organization of the 
National Municipal League in 1894, there 



has bei n an extension of municipal reform 
m acceleralii g r.iiio. The differing 
charactei of the peopli in various parts ot 
tlie country, the varying siz • of the'cit k-s 
and the peculiarity ot loi al charters, have 
caused a gre it range oi expression of tins 
spirit. Pile first step toward better 
municipal g ivernment has generally, been 
in an effort t < emam ipate municipal poli- 
in s from the control ol the national 
political partus. In order to maintain 
party organizations, the inter, sts ol the 
I jcalities are sacrificed, in spite of the 
illogi al character of this domination, and 
its injurious effects upon municipalities, 
it has been dilti. ult to shake ott" the con- 
trol of the national parties, because they 
have argued that each election tende 1 to 
maintain the organization which contri- 
buted most to nation. il prosperity In- 
dependent parties are multiplying, and 
thete are many non partisan organiza- 
tions which help to guide the voter in 
st-lecting iroin the nominations ol the 
great partits, but absurd as is the system, 
it is persistent and influential. 

Another step toward municipal reform 
has been taken by introducing civil ser- 
vice regulations foi the choice of public 
officials and employees. The "spoils 
system" ol appointing public servants 011 
the basis of political service has been so 
intrenched that <i\il service reform 
seemed the onl) avenue of municipal effi- 
ciency. The clumsy device ol examina- 
tions is a poor means of testing acandi 
date's inefficiency, an 1 it prevents th it 
elasticity which is indispensable if the 
public corporation is to'compete with the 
private corporation; hut it is a neeessarv 
evil w hich temporarily raises slightly the 
standard of efficielli v. 

Among the in- >st intftu nti il ot the f< rces 
tending to modify and improve American 
municipal govei nment has been a succes- 
sion ol excellent mayors in different 
cities, who by their energy and vision 
have not only improved conditions in 
their own cities but have simulated the 
emulation of others. In spite of the 1111 
mense powers of main of the American 
mayors, they have been otten politicians 
rather than statesmen, amendable to 
private instead ol public interest ,. Hem e 
the aggressive mayors who have led in 
vigorous accomplishment have made a 
great impression oil the country. 

It is coming to be recognized th it 
genuine municipal reform is'piitnarih a 
prodmt ol tin- extension ol municipal 
functions. Then then are more services 
to be performed by tin* municipality, 
when the public debt and the annual 
budget are continual!) on the increase, 
the mteiest of the voter is excited. It 
is becoming evident that Ihe changes 
propose 1 ui.the 111 «tnods of municipal ad- 
ministration not only argue to the in 

Creasing volume of public business lint 
must he ot such nature as to facilitate 
public administration, Abstract political 
theories must yield to the common sense 
ot deinoi ratic administration. W hen the 
people begin to see that the chief obstacles 
to good gov ernment are the public service 
corporations, it is next necessary to con 
vince them that government must be 
simpler and more direct, and still leave 
to the officials that attitude which is nec- 
essary to enable theni to compete with 
the officers of the private corporations, 

Thejgeneral tendency in charter making 
has been tow ard home rule and simplicity, 
but with even an exaggerated emphasis 
Oil the separation of the legislative and 
executive. This resnts in giving the 
mayor large powers, such as he has in the 
city of New Yoik. defended by many 
people 011 the ground that one man power 
is the source of all success in the great 
priv ate corporations. The breaking dow n 
of that last de\ ice of despair has facilita- 
ted recognition of the admirable results 
achieved through the hank abandonment 
ol all tins American tradition, such as one 
finds in Galveston and other Texas cities, 
ami, mole iei < ntly, 111 Pes Moines. The 
Hood whi< h di stroyed Galveston left the 
people of that 1 itv in industrial and pohti 
cal chaos. To build a new utv on the 
ruins ot the old, among the distracted 
and discouraged people, it was proposed 
to have what is called a commission, ol 
live men, to whom should be entiusted 
all the municipal functions. It is unfortu- 
nate that the term "commission" has 
been applied to this form of government 
as commissions in America suggest those 
supernumerai y organizations intervening 
to do the work It ft undone, or badly 
done, by council and mayor. This Gal- 
veston plan is, it! fait, a reversion to 
council government, such as one sees in 
Great Britain. Under the pressure of an 
emergency, these cities have com 
promised on .1 verv small council, whose 
performances can easily be observed. 
Experience will doubtless lead to the 
enlargement of this council in latger 
cities . but the step is worth making. 

There is a prospect that m the near 
future many American cities will be 
governed by universal suffrage which, 
with direct legislation and unhampered 
administrative methods, under the pres 
s ire ot growing municipal functions and 
loftier civic ideals promises to maik the 
development of trulv democratic niunici 
pal administration. The ideal cherished 
by many municipal reformers today is 
that one which is happily set forth m 
the titles ol two of tlie most notable 
books on municipal questions,— "The 
City lor the People." and "The City . 
the Hope . i Democracy."

NEEDS 01 M. I. I. 

Probably but lew persons, outside of 
the students and graduates ot the Massa- 
chusetts Institute ol I echnology, are con- 
versant with the grand work carried mi 
by the Institute. The people of the State 
should understand more ot its needs and 
work anil endeav or to give all the en- 
couragement and support that it utiqites 
tlOliably deserves. 

I lui ing the past the Institute ha s bad 

an annual giant of j.'s.o. « i from the State, 
which expires this year. There are about 
1500 students, of whom about S50 are 
citizens of Massachusetts. The tuition 
fee is $250. ix) a year, and this cannot be 
increased. The net annual cost of educa- 
tion is about }l390.oo tor each stir lent foi 
the running exp« uses, and $470.00 includ- 
ing interest on the plant. There is there- 
fore a net deficit on each student of about 
<j.'' 1.00 annually'. 

During the past five vears the Alumni 
Association has contributed $40,000, 
annually, and this contribution expires 
this year. The del'n it has been about 
$30,000 annually, so it the State should 
ih. continue the grant of $25,000, the 
dehcit tor the coming year would be- 
about $100,000. The Institute will there 
tore petition the CoUlt for an annual 
grant ot $100,000 which is only sufficient 
to enable it to maintain its present high 
standards. 

In view of the liberal appropriations 
tor the Agricultural College and the 1 ex 
tile Schools, and ot the importance ol 
maintaining oui commercial and indus- 
trial prosperity, it would seem that the 
grant is a reasonable one and would 
prove a wise and profitable investment.

Causes of Nervous Disease. 

The i otlditlons that uive rise to nerv- 
ous derangement are so numerous 
that they eou Id not be described with- 
in tin- limits of :hls paper They may 
be grouped, however, under throe gen- 
mil headings— heredity, overstimula- 
tion and uuderstlmulatlon. Between 
the two extremes hist mentioned lies 
die "golden mean" of a well poised, 
harmoniously ndjusted nervous sys- 
tem 

Overstimulation Is the result of the 
Demands and opportunities arising out 
of our rapidly developing and complex 
llvlllzntlon, the strenuous life calling 
|>r a continuous ami rapid adjustment 
»f our minds to the kaleidoscopic 
changes which arc going on around us. 
We sometimes forget that the Inci- 
dents mid experiences that formerly 
would have required a lifetime of 100 
years may now he crowded Into a 
tenth of that period. 

t'nderstimulatioti affects those who 
ure outside of the maelstrom, who have 
drifted into the backwaters, whose 
lives are so narrow tb.it monotony 
ftiduce* a spiritual starvation, finally 
reflected hi a physical exhaustion of 
the nerve cen tors 

First Steps In Prevention. 

Having learned that you possess n 
Hervous system of nmazlng complex- 
ity, "smile am! forget It." Only the 
strongest brain can Indulge in criti- 
cal self analysts, especially of a nerv- 
ous system out of repair, without be 



stiows a tendency to nervous ,t degen- 
erative disease would refrain from 
marrying (be face of this globe would 
tie transformed as it by magic within 
a generation. 

Value of Early Training. 

For host results we must begin ear- 
ly Regularity, discipline and the up- 
building of s. if control are the watch- 
words in den ling not only with ihe 
nervous child, but with all children. 

Ft lorn from undue excitement and 

strain are likewise Important, The 
nervous child must not be asked to 
compete either physically or mentally 
with more fortunately eudowed chtl 
dren The i ery principle of "compe- 
tition" should be excluded from the 
home nnd school life and the principle 
of "training" substituted. Work and 
play f"t their own sake Is n higher 
ideal than the mere desire to -beat the 
other fellow " 

The habit of early retiring should he 
especially enforced with nervous i nil- 
dren. Excitement in the evening home 
should be avoldisl and the child on 
Cotirageil to seek its real while in a 
normal, sleepy condition instead of hi 
a state of hiuU tension from romping 
or the reai!m_' exciting tales. 

Dangers of School Strain.
